MORE BLOODSHED. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.] 

AN FRANCISCO, March 2.—A

At a meeting of 
the union last week, Thomas White 
presumed to oppose Walking Delegate 
Munro, a notorious tough and agita- 
tor, and was threatened with assault 
by Frank Taylor, one of Munro’s 
henchmen. But White was prepared 
for the intimidators, and when Tay- | 
lor drove him into a corner for the 
purpose of beating him, White used | 
a knife to such good advantage that 
Taylor is now laid up nursing his 
wounds. 

According to the story told from 
the inside, the men had assembled in 
headquarters, where Munro, the self- 
constituted business agent of the 
union, was surrounded by his strik- 
ers and henchmen. White had been 
opposed from the start to the de- 
mands made on the employers, and 
sald that he thought the whole 
scheme was for the purpose of doing 
business for the leaders, to the dis 
advantage of the other members of 
the unions. This announcement was 
the signal for an assault, and Munro 
sent Taylor after White to knock 
some sense into his head. For once 
in the history of such unionism, the 
thugs got the worst of the trouble.

, When, on July 3, Capt. Clark and his 
Givision left Lewis, they rode south- 
ward through the valley of Clark's 
‘River.

“Never did a similar event excite 
more joy through the United States. 
The humblest of its citizens had taken 
a lively interest in the issue of this 
journey, and looked forward with im- 
patience for the information {it would 
furnish.’ Their anxieties, too, for the 
safety of the corps had been kept in 
a state of excitement by lugubrious 
rumours, circulated from time to time 
on uncertain authorities, and uncon- 
tradicted by letters or other direct in- 
formation, from the time they had 
left the Mandan towns, on their as- 
cent up the river in April of the pre- 
ceding year, 1805, until their actual 
return to St. Louis.“ 

At St. Louis, the party was dis- 

banded, and its members scattered to 
their individua] occupations. Captains 
Lewis and Clark immediately set to 
work completing their report, and 
planned to journey to Washington to- 
gether. They did not reach the capital 
until February, 1807. The next month, 
Lewis was appginted Governor of 
Louisiana; and Clark, general of its 
militia and agent of the United States 
for Indian Affairs in that department. 
Both resigned their commissions in 
the army and threw all their energy 
into their new duties. 
Lewis served as Governor until Oc- 
tober 11, 1809, when de met death 
under mysterious circumstances. He 
was on his way East to attend to the 
publication of their journal, and stayed 
overnight at the house of one Grin- 
der in Tennessee. That night was his 
last on earth, and his body was buried | 
next day at the corner of the little 
cabin. Because of hypochondriac ten- 
dencies in bis family, it was assumed 
that he had committed suicide, but 
there was nothing to disprove the 
other theory, advanced also at 


„time, that foul murder had ended his 
career 


. The question was not settled 
at the time, nor in 1849-50, when it 
was again awakened in connection 
with the erection of a monument for 
which the Legislature of Tennessee 
provided. The death will probably 
always be a mystery, but it need not 
necessarily be considered a suicide. 
On December 21, 1843, the Legislature 
of Tennessee created Lewis county 
out of four counties that surrounded 
his grave, “in honor of Capt. Merre- 
weather [sic] Lewis, who has ren- 
dered distinguished services to his 
country, and whose remains lie buried 
and neglected within ite limits.“ The 
new county was so surveyed that the 
grave should be its exact center, 
and in 1848 the State Legislature fur- 
ther honored the brave explorer by 
— pg a monument over his resting 

Clark served as General of the Mil- 
itia and Indian -Agent in Louisiana 
until 1813. He was eminently success- 
full in his dealings with the natives. 
By treating them fairly in every re- 
spect, he secured many treaties not 
only with the United States, but be- 
tween the different tribes. They re- 
lied upon his word, above that of any 
other white man. To them he was 
“Red head,” and St. Louis was “Red 
head's town.” His influence is shown 
in the words of a Sac chief to Major 
O'Fallon at a meeting for the repres- 
sion of, hostilities held in St. Louis, 
April 3, 1821. “American chief. We 
have opened our ears to your words 
and those of the Red head. Brother! 
We receive you as the son of the Red 
head; inasmuch as we love him, we 
will love you and do not wish to of- 
end you.” 

In 1813, Clark‘ was appointed Gov- 
ernor of Missouri Territory, and con- 
tinued in that office until the first 
State election in 1820, when he w 
defeated by Alexande> McNair. Later 
he was Surveyor-General of the States 
of Illinois and Missouri and the Ter- 
ritory of Arkansas. He engaged in 
the fur trade and was a successful 
man of affairs. He died September 1, 
1838, in St. Louis, where his home 
had been since his return from 
the transcontinental ‘expedition. As 
the whole town had rushed out to wel- 
come his arrival in 1806, now it turned 
out to pay honor to his ashes. 

Gen. Clark was married twide, on 
January 25, 1808, to Miss Julia Han- 
cock, who died June 27, 1820, and on 
November 28, 1821, to Mrs. Harriet 
Kennerly Radford. He had seven 
children, and a goodly number of his 
descendants are now alive. 

Most of the men of the party 
passed into the obscurity of private 
citizenship and were lost to the his- 
torian. Sergeant Gass, who had kept 
a journal, delivered his manuscript 
into the hands of his old schoolmaster, 
David M’Keehan, who edited it and 
had it published in 1807. Thus it 
came into the hands of the publſe 
seven years before the history of the 
expedition by the captains saw the 
light. Gass later re#nlisted and served 
valiantly through the War of 1812 
Then he retired to the civilian’s life 
and lived in humble circumstances 
until April 3, 1870, having reached the 
advanced, age of ninety-nine. In 1831, 
when fifty-eight years old, he mar- 
ried a Miss Maria Hamilton, who died 
in 1846, after having borne him seven 
children. His descendants have 2 
lost sight of; but his name, in 
nection with his journal, will live gas 
long as the world admires deeds of 
adventure and heroism. 

Sergeant Pryor became an ensign 
in the regular service; and of Ordway, 
no account is found, although his 
journal was used in the preparation 
of the official publication. | 

George Shannon, who was only a 
lad of seventeen when he started on 
the expedition, studied law after his 
return, at Lexington, Ky. He was Cir- 
cult Judge in his native State for sev- 
eral years, and then moved to Hanni 
bal, Mo. Here, he was State Sena- 
tor and United States Attorney, and 
probably would have risen to higher 
fame had not death carried him off 
suddenly in 1836. Shannon is probably 
the one man of the party whom the 
captains would meet at home on 
terms of social equality. 

Gibson settled in St. Louis and 
married, but died within three years 
after the return. Colter, who had 
been allowed to join the traders on 
the Missouri, received harsh treat- 
ment at the hands of the Blackfeet. 
His sufferings and escape are pictured 
in Irving’s “Astoria.” Potts, / who 
joined Colter in his trading, was mur- 
dered by these same savages, at the 
time Colter made his escape. Drew- 
yer, also, fell a victim to the Black-

Capt. Lewis paid full tribute to the 
men by adding to the muster roll that 
was deposited with the Department of 
War, “With respect to all those per- 
sons whose names are entered on this 
roll, I feel a peculiar pleasure in de- 
claring, that the ample support which 
they gave us under every difficulty, 
the manly firmness which they 
evinced on every necessary occasion, 
and the patience and fortitude with 
which they submited to and bore the 
fatigues and painful sufferings inci- 
dent to my late tour to the Pacific 
Ocean entitles them to my warmest 
approba and thanks, nor will I 
supp the expression of a hope 
that the recollection of services thus 
faithfully performed will meet a just 
reward in an ample remuneration on 
the part of our government.” 
GOVERNMENT REWARD TO THE 

EXPLORERS. 

Our government, by a bill passed in 
Congress January 23, 1807, entitled, 
“Making Compensation to Messieurs 
Lewis and Clark and their Compan- 


ions,” presented to each non-commis- 


sioned officer and private three hun- 
dred acres of land; to Clark, one 
thousand acres;-and to one 
thousand five hundred acres, “with 
the addition of double pay to each 
while engaged in the enterprise.” 


‘The wages amounted to about eleven 


thousand dollars; but this, in addi- 
tion to the two thousand five hundred 
first estimated by Lewis, was the en- 
tire cost to the government of the ex- 
pedition, which, some author has aptly 
said, led more to the “discovery of 
coma than any endeavor before or 
nee.” 


ACHIEVEMENTS OF THE EXPEDI- 
TION. 


Owing to Gov. Lewis's death and 
the difficulty of securing a publisher 
just before the War of 1812, the Jour- 
nal was not issued to the public until 
1814. Then the interested nation 
saw that its money had been well ex- 
pended. 

Before the expedition, no white man 
had ascended the Missouri to the 
mouth of the Yellowstone, nor had a 
white man reached the limits of tide- 
water on the Columbia. Lewis and 
Clark opened to the world the main 
waterways on the Atlantic face of the 
Rockies, the Missouri and the Yellow- 
stone, and the principal streams on 
the Pacific Slope, the Lewis and 
Snake, the Kooskooskie, or Clearwa- 
ter, and the Columbia. By actually 
crossing, they indicated three passes 
in the Continental Divide, Lemhi, 
vibbon’s, and Lewis and Clark's. The 
country through which they tolle d 
from the mouth of the Missouri to the 
mouth of the Columbia has been di- 
vided into ten States, all of which 
still bear some of the nomenclature 
of the expedition. 

With the exception of the Black- 
feet, they concillated all the tribes 
and caused but one death and one 
wounded in a journey of over four 
thousand miles through a territory 
wherein the inhabitants were con- 
stantly at warfare with their neigh- 
bors., They brought back a detailed 
description of all the nations they 
encountered, so thorough that it has 
served as the basis of our ethnologi- 
cal studies of these people. 

They furnished exact accounts of 
the flora and fauna of the region. 
Little of this botanical and zodélogical 
lore appears in the Journal published 
in 1814, because a contract had been 
made with Dr. Benjamin 8. Barton of 
Philadelphia to produce a formal 
work on the Natural History of the 
expedition. Dr. Barton died soon af- 
ter the Journal was issued and noth- 
ing on the subject was found among 
his papers. The original journal con- 
tains copious scientific notes, and the 
non-publication lost the credit of dis- 
covery to Lewis and Clark, “who well 
described a country whose almost ev- 
ery animal and plant was unfamiliar 
to science.” In Dr. Elliot Coues's tv- 
cellent edition of the Journal, from 
which the quotations in this article 
have been culled, the ample footnotes 
reveal the scientific data of the Lewis 
and Clark codices. 

The entire journey took from May 
14, 1804, to September 23, 1806. 
From April 7, 1805, to August 12, 1806, 
they were wholly shut off from com- 
munication with their world; yet 
amid all the dangers of storm, streams, 
grizzlies, hunger mess, and inoffi- 
cient medical skill, they lost not one 
of their number. (Sergeant Floyd, :t 
will be remembered, died of illness on 
the lower Missouri, before the real ex- 
ploration began.) 

In reading the fascinating Journal, 
stre‘«htforward, simple recital that it 
is, one is constantly impressed by the 
cheerfulness of the men and by the 
ability of the captains to cope with 
whatever situation presented itself 
One shuts its pages with the convic- 
tion that the names, Lewis and 
Clark, should be immortal in our :.is- 
tory, for, in the words of Symons, 
“Probably no two men ever had a task 
given them of greater difficulty and 
magnitude, and involving the exercise 
of more skill, wisdom, intrepidity, dis- 
cretion, and manly attributes, and 
which after an ‘experience epic in the 
graudeur of its anwitnesse.] valor wa“ 
carried to a complete and 
termination.” 2

A Railroad Station Built of Logs. 

The Northern Pacific has recently 
completed at Gardiner, the station at 
the end of the branch line leading to 
the Yellowstone National Park. a new 
passenger station, which is not only 
unique, but st attractive build- 
ing of its Class on the system. it is 

iit entirely of fir logs and fir tim- 
bers are used in the construction r 
the long train sheds. Every stick came 
from the big forests farther west and 
was pla in the structure in its 
natural state. 

The interior is handsomely finished. 
Wrought nails, each bearing on its 
head the trade-mark of the system, 
are used wherever the heads will show 
and the projecting ends of the logs 
are smoothed and polished. A broad 
fireplace occupies one end of the main 
waiting-room. Such finishing lumber 
as was required is of the finest grade, 
polished and finished in the best style. 

To make the station grounds at- 
tractive the Northern Pacific has con- 
structed a large artificial lake. water 
to supply it being brought from Gar- 
diner River.

Education Only Way to Pre- 
serve China’s Integrity. 
Baron's Views on Problems of 

Trade With Americans.

WASHINGTON, deb. 15.—The fear 
of the Yellow Peril lies only under the 
White Mantle of Russia. 

This was the dominant idea im- 
pressed upon me as the result of an 
afternoon’s visit with Baron Kaneko, 
the greatest legal mind of Japan, 
whose American education has left 
such an imprint upon him as to cause 
him to be styled the “American Jap- 
anese.“ 

Baron Kaneko has just been ap- 

pointed special envoy to the United 
States, to explain the position of Ja- 
pan in the present conflict with Rus- 
sia. 
Sitting in his richly-furnished recep- 
tion-room last fall and looking out 
upon the singular beauties of one of 
the famous Japanese landscape gar- 
dens, I recalled some of the striking 
features of the career of this politi- 
cal friend and protegé of Justice 
Holmes of the Supreme Court. 

Kentaro Kaneko was born ry 
4, the sikth year Kayei, in other 
words, 1853. He received a civil and 
English military education. In 1871 he 
Was sent to the United States as an 
attaché of Lord Kudora. He studied 
at Harvard for eight years, complet- 
ing a law course and taking a degree. 
He also studied under the tutelage of 
Justice Holmes, now of the Supreme 
Court. Returning to Japan, his rise 
upon the public ladder was steady and 
rapid. Professor of a preparatory 
school for the Imperial University, As- 
sistant Secretary of the Geroin to ex- 
amine the Constitution, Chief Secretary 
of the Grand Council, Assistant to 
Prime Minister Ito, Chief Secretary of 
the House of Peers and Minister of 
Agriculture and Commerce, are some 
of the titles to which his great ability 
has brought credit and dignity. 

He was sent by the Emperor to Eu- 
rope and America to observe the prac- 
tical workings of the constitutions of 
such countries and also to investigate 
the agricultural and commercial indus- 
tries and military systems. He is a 
member of the International Law As- 
sociation and numerous other prdmi- 
nent organizations. He was honored 
as a Baron for his great service dur- 
ing the China-Japan War. Baron 
Kaneko is now a member of the 
House of Peers and is a prominent fol- 
lower of Marquis Ito, with whom he 
organized the great political party of 
Selyukal. 

The American trade treaty between 
the United States and China, insuring 
us the “open door,” had just been 
signed, and as I had just returned to 
Japan from China, that subject, to- 
gether with the position taken by the 
United States, was the principal topic 
of our conversation. Baron Kanek> 
seemed to think that the signing of 
this treaty just at the time when Rus- 
sia had promised to evacuate. Man- 
churia, and had not as yet officially 
“withdrawn” her mise, would 10 
more to maintain thé integrity of the 
Chinese empire than any other diplo- 
matic act. 

“In the policy of the ‘open door’ 
and the integrity of the Chinese em- 
pire,” he said, “lies the safety of the 
whole world, for should China be 
broken up and gradually absorbed by 
the continental powers, Russia would 
get the greater portion of it and in 
the enforcement of her well-known 
policy, she could assemble, arm, 
equip and maintain armies of such 
vast proportions as to be a menace 
not only to the other powers in the 
Orient, but even to continental Eu- 
rope. Commercially, she would ab- 
sorb almost if not all of the Chinese 
trade. 

„It is only by the education of the 
Chinese in the modern ways of civili- 
zation that the integrity of China can 
be preserved, and who better than 
Japan can be her teacher? The old- 
time enmity supposed to exist between 
China and Japan has passed away and. 
already large numbers of Chinese stu- 
dents are studying the ways of civili-| 
zation in the schools and colleges of 
Japan. It is easier for us to teach the 
Chinese than for them to study in the 
schools and colleges of England or 
America for the reason that your 


the Chinese, while those of our coun- 
in which they 
know. For instance, . continued, 
take a course in chemistry. It takes 
three years for a Chinese student to 
master it in America and only one 
year to cover the same course in Ja- 
pan. Then, too, the Chinese students 
in our military colleges seem to learn 
the modern military tacties quicker 
and better through us than they do in 
continental Europe. It may be said 
that we are only teaching them that 
which we ourselves have learned.” 
In speaking of the strained relations 
between rtussia and Japan the Baron 
seemed to think that a peaceable set- 
tlement would be reached and he based 
his hope upon the position which had 
been taken by the United States 
through this Chinese trade treaty. 
“How can the position of the United 
States in Manchuria affect the rela- 
tions between Russia and Japan?” I 
asked. 
+ “In this way.“ was bis reply. 
“What good would it do Russia to en- 
gage. in a conflict with Japan over the 
occupation of Manchuria, for in- 
stance, when even in case of success, 
Manchuria would still be open to the 
trade of the United States, and 
through the United States to the trade 
of the world, including that of Japan? 
The only possible way for Russia to 
have the exclusive occupation. and 
trade of Manchuria would be to secure 
the abrogation of this important treaty 
and to prevent the United States from 
exercising her rights in China. I am 
in hopes that my own country and 
England, as well as the other conti- 
nental powers will support the United

States in her position that your treaty 


rights recently procured shall be rec- 
ognized and respected by Russia. 
The successful termination of such a 
diplomatic stand would bring peace 
in the Orient, the open door for the 
trade of the world and the integrity 
of the Chinese empire. For this rea- 
son the all-importance of the United 
States’ rights in China cannot be over- 
estimated.“ 

In turn I asked him what would 
happen if the United States should ask 
Korea to give the United States an 
open port in the north of the Hermit 
Kingdom, say at Wiju. 

His face lighted up and he an- 
swered that he hoped that America 
would do this, and added, that al- 
though he was not an official of the 
government, yet he felt sure that 
Japan would not only be willing but 
would do all she consistenly could to 
secure the necessary action on the 
part of Korea. 

Subsequent events led the United 
States to make such a request 
horea and it is believed now that the 
same will be granted, notwithstand- 
ing Russia's vehement and continued 
protests. 

The Baron now turned to a subject 
whica we discussed two months before 
when I waren route to the Philip- 
pines—that of closer trade relations 
between the United States and Japan, 
particularly with a view to increasing 
the trade between the Philippines and 
Japan. During the former interview 
I had asked him if it were not pos- 
sible for Japan to become the con- 
sumer of much of the raw material 


necessary to the oriental which was 


raised in the Philippines, and he had 
said that he would give this question 
much thought and attention. He now 
informed me that only the night before 
in an address to the commercial bod- 
les of Tokyo he had recommended 
the establishment of trade relations 
between the Philippines and Japan, 
either by treaty or by modified tariff 
arrangements, whereby the factories 
of Japan could, by obtaining larger 
quantities of raw material, become 
the England of the Orient, in a manu- 
facturing sense. 

“We are a small country,” he said, 
“with a large population, and if we 
can manufacture for sale here and 
in China the things necessary for 
oriental life, we will become an ex- 
ceedingly prosperous nation, for our 
land has reached the limit of agri- 
cultural production. The question 
with us is, can the Philippine Islands 
produce a,sufficient quantity of those 
raw materials to warrant us not only 
in increasing the capacity of our mills 
and in building new ones, but in mak- 
ing some reciprocal arrangements with 
the United States, which would give 
a preference to the products of the 
Philippines over those 
Borneo, Sumatra—and other tropical 
oriental countries.” 

“The agricultural 
Philippines is only limited by the quan- 
tity of capital and labor employed,” I 
replied. “The islands have only been 
scratched, so to speak, and out of the 
68,000,000 acres of agricultural lands, 
the Philippine Commission states that 
only about five million acres have 
Leen indifferently farmed. while from 
my own observations in the islands I 
should say that not more than one- 
third of the land occupied by {arms 
is now being cultivated.” ed 

When we think that in Japan only 
about 15 per cent. of the land can be 
culuvated, whereas in the Philippines 
some experts estimate that as high as 
85 per cent. of the land is susceptible 
of agricultural cultivation, the possi- 
bi:ities of production are beyond cal- 
culation. 

With a smile Baron Kaneko said 
that when the present strained rela- 
tions between Russia and Japan were 
ended, he would take up the question, 
not only with the commercial bodies, 
tut also with the proper officials of 
the government, in the hope that 
something might be accomplished. 

“The vast undeveloped water power 
of Japan,” he said, “and her large 
army of skillful workmen, when taken 
into conjunction with the great latent 
agricultural resources of your Phil- 
ippines should enable our two coun- 
tries to supply the“ almost unlimited 
market of China with goods 
which, because of Japan's proximity 
and trained knowledge of oriental 


to manufacture.” 

He went on to say that if on the 
other hand, the Chinese empire its 
broken up and her people organized 
into many hostile armies of which 
nussia would have the greatest, and 
the trade relations of each country 
confined to the countries (controlling 
the portion occupied by its army, the 
peaceful people of China would flee 
to other portiéns of the world and 
would inundate the labor markets of 
the Occident, while the vast oriental 
army of Russia would threaten the 
peace, not only of the Orient, but that 
of the whole world. 

The hope expressed by Baron 
Kaneko that the influence of the 
United States in. the enforcement of 
her treaty rights in China would be 
sufficient to secure peace has not been 
realized. 

And now this brings the United 


rious question. Does the ignoring of 
these rights in China and Korea af- 
fect her prestige and power in the 
Orient or will her failure to maintain 
them and the open-door“ policy lead 
to the loss of her influence with the 
continental countries not only im the 
Orient but also in Europe?

SUBATOFF. 

With the career of Besobrasoff must 
be coupled that of another ex-mtn- 
ister, Subatoff, until lately Imperial 
State Secretary of Police, who, al- 
though he has had no direct hand in 
causing the war, has been responsi- 
ble for a state of affairs that seems 
likely to crown the horrors of war 
with a revolutionary outbreak. Like 
his fellow-minister, Subatoff climbed 
from the bottom to the top, and has 
tumbled to the bottom again. The 
careers of both men are more sig 
nificant of the present conditiog and 
prospects of Russia than whole col- 
umns of figures concerning her araiy 
and navy would be. 

M. Subatoff is the son of a village 
priest of Orthodox Greek confession, 
and was sent by his parents to study 
at the University of St. Pet«rburg, 
where, like so many young Russians, 


be quickly became imbued wiih So- 


cialistic and revolutionary opinions 
He neglected his studies to devote 
himself to secret Socialist propa- 
ganda, and during his vacations, made 
walking tours through remote coun- 
try districts, stirring up discontent 
against the existing order of things 
in Russia. He learned to know when 
and where secret seditious meetings 
were held; became acqua'nted with 
all the methods of secret organiza- 
tions; the means adopted by the stu- 
dents in St. Petersburg, Moscow, Klett 
and other Russian university towns 
to correspond with each other, and 
got to know by heart the confilentia! 
code employed to transmit sccret com- 
munications from one center to an- 
other. 

‘Young Subatoff had no ulterior mo- 
tive in acquiring all this kaowledge, 
for his belief in revolutionary Social- 
ism was genuine, and he was pre- 
pared to sacrifice himself for the great 
cause of liberty. His neglect of his 
academic studies prevented him from 
graduating, and thus cut him off from 
many careers open only to those pos- 
sessing the university degree of doc- 
tor of philosophy, or law, or science. On 
leaving the university he joined the 
staff of a revolutionary journal print- 
ed on a secret press in the cellar of a 
house in a suburb of the capital, and 
circulated by stealth throughout the 
empire. At the same time, he became 
one. of the members of the central 
executive of the Russian revolution- 
ary party, and therby one of the lead.

ers of the movement throughout the 


trust shows what absolute confidence 
his comrades evinced in his sincerity 
and how convinced they were that the 
sacrifices he had made proved beyond 
doubt his loyalty to the party. 

In his double capacity of writer and 
organizer, Subatoff received the mis- 
erable pittance of $5 a week, so that 
he was permanently on the verge of 
Starvation and destitution. Moreover, 
his political activity exposed him to 
the hourly risk of arrest and depor- 
tation to Siberia. This life continued 
till the discoverey by tne police of the 
subterranean premises in which the 
revolutionary sheet was produced fol- 
lowed by the arrest of most 
of those connected with it. 
Subatoff esceped capture for 
the moment, only to, sink into the 
depths of abject povert). In vain he 
sought aid among his party friends, 
vain he begged for some other, equally 
modest post connected with the or- 
ganization. There was no opening 
for him, and be was left to starve. 
Other occupations were practically 
closed to him, for he was on the 
black list of the political police and 
he had no qualificatiens for any 
particular kind of work. 

A TRAITOR. 

At this juncture, his belated arrest 
for participation in the issue of the 
revolutionary organ ensued and Sub- 
atoff saw himself face to face with a 
long period of exile in Siberia. In this 
moment .of deepest despair, he was 
offered a pardon if he would join the

and betrayed the locality of twenty 
secret meeting places of his former 
political friends. Following on this 
treachery, Subatoff revealed the names 
and addresses of the révolutionary 
leaders in Moscow, Kieff, Odessa and 
many other provincial cities, includ- 
ing those of prominent members of 
various university students’ politica! 
leagues. 

The result was that the Russian au- 
thorities were able to deal a succes- 
sion of crushing blows at the revolu- 
tionary organization in all parts of 
the country. Within a fortnight, no 
less than 328 secret meeting places in 
different parts of Russia had been un- 
earthed and over 5000 political offen- 
ders arrested as the direct or indirect 
result of Subatoff’s revelations. The 
Russian government was delighted 
with its new acquisition, and rewards 
of all kinds were showered upon him, 
so that, obtaining promotion by leaps 
and bounds, Subatoff rose to be Secre- 
tary of State with supreme control of 
the police throughout the country. 

It was a strange climax to the ca- 
reer of the former revolutionary con- 
spirator, and it was only natural that 
the government should be somewhat 
suspicious at first of Subatoff’s sin- 
cerity and reliability. His permanent 
loyalty to the government was se- 
cured by a curious method, character- 
istic of the way things are done in 
Russia. The government caused the 
secret of their series of successful 
raids and captures to be betrayed to 
the revolutionary parties, the mem- 
bers of which thus ascertained that 
their former friend and colleague Sub- 
atof was responsible for -their 
troubles. Not many days elapsed be- 
fore he received an intimation that 
the central executive committee had 
condemned him to death, and that he 
would be assassinated at the earliest 
opportunity. Within a week three un- 
successful attempts to murder §uba- 
toff had been made by emissaries of 
the revolutionary parties, so that in- 
tense hatred of his former friends in- 
spired him with an unexampled fe- 
rocity in hunting them down and 
bringing them to justice as it is ad- 
ministered in Russia. 

@VERREACHED HIMSELF. 

Henceforth, Subatoff’s loyalty to the 
government was assured, and his term 
of office as State Secretary of Police 
became a veritable reign of terror for 
the revolutionists. Political suspects 
were mercilessly knouted without spe- 
cial reasons and arbitrarily condemned 
to banishment or lengthy periods of 
imprisonment for the most trivial of- 
fenses. It has been estimated that 
during five years of office as State 
Secretary of Police Subatoff procured 
the banishment of about 10,000 polit- 
ical suspects and the condemnation to 
tegms of imprisonment in Russia of 
over 100,000 more. On the occasion of 
several local revolts, Subatoff received 
the thanks of the Czar for the prompt 
and energetic manner in which he re- 
stored order and punished the unruly 
elements. Throughout his official ca- 
reer he lived in perpetual fear of as- 
sassination, and the precautions taken 
to insure his safety made him prac- 
tically the slave of his own vigilant 
subordinates. 

In the end Subatof? overreached 
himself. During a period ef tranquil- 
lity Subatoff conceived the idea of arti- 
ficially stirring up rebellions in order 
that he might have the honor of 
crushing them. Emissaries were dis- 
patched to various town, where they 
contrived to organize local revolts, 
which the State Secretary of Police, 
with his foreknowledge of the trouble, 
was able to crush with still greater 
facility than previous genuine out- 
breaks. couraged by the success of 
his scheme, Subatoff stirred up other 
rebellions just to gain the credit for 
suppressing them. Finally his emis- 
saries, who had instructions to work 
up a formidable affair, the settlement 


of which would bring Subatoff to the 


zenita of fame, went too far and or- 
ganized a rising at Odessa which the 
minister was unable to suppress. One 
of his subordinates told the whole 
truth to one of the grand dukes of the 
imperial family, who in his turn in- 
formed the Uzar that his Secretary of 
State was nothing more than an 
agent provocateur of the most danger- 
ous type. The Czar promptly dis- 
missed Subatoff, who has since been 
living in disgrace at a remote and des- 
olate village in the Caucasus, where he 
is under permanent police supervision. 
At the height of his official success 
Subatoff married-a lady of the Rus- 
sian nobility and she has deserted 
hint in his misfortune, but is*his con- 
solation in the dreary solitude of ban- 
ishment.

The Pacific Cable a Godsend. 

The Pacific cable will be an tmpor- 
tant factor in the transmission of war 
news. Its existence marks a distinct 
forward step in the rapid handling of 
news. The old way of sending news 
from the Far East was from Shanghai 
through the Indian Ocean, the Red 
Seu and Suez to London. This in- 
volved thirty-two or thirty-three re- 
lays. By this route dispatches were 
likely to be long in transmission and 
less accurate. Across the Pacific, with 
the new cable, there are only five re- 


lays. | 

Under the old system the British 
capital practically became the clear- 
inghouse for news from the extreme 
East. The British papers and those in 
other European capitals, as well, not 
only had time to receive extensive 
news dispatches and get them into 
print where only the briefest account 
of some Far Eastern event appeared in 
the American papers, but they even 
had time to make the fullest editorial 
comment on them. 

This has all been feversed by the 
Pacific cable, which ends in Manila, 
where the Associated Press has a Well- 
organized and fully-equipped bureau, 
in charge of an experienced corre- 
spondent, and already, at this early 
stage of the trouble in the Far East, 
it has been demonstrated that San 
Francisco and New York are likely to 
take the place of London as news cen- 
ters in this war.

After the first fight before 
Port Arthur the dispatches. had the 
Russian ships sunk, or, to use the 
thrilling language of the correspondent, 
‘swept from the sea.“ Bight days lat- 
er these same sweepings took part 
in another fight ‘west of Port Arthur.’ 

“From the very first day these dis- 
patches have inhumanely had the Rus- 
sian army standing on its j.ead— 
calling its advance post (Port Arthur) 
its base! How can Russia be expected 
to fight fairly in such a reversed po- 
sition? A whole week after hostilities 
began came from Paris the extraor- 
dinary announcement that, contrary to 
all precedents, all civilized usages and 
all the dictates of our common hu- 
manity, ‘both armies are equipped 
with field artillery and each numbers 
in its ranks both cavalry and infan- 
try!’ And this unheard-of proceeding 
goes on without a protest from the 
Salvation Army or the missionaries on 
the spot!—{Victor Smith in the New 
York Press.

Able Review of Conditions by 
Ex-Gov. W. H. Taft. 
— — 
Government is Doing Best 
for All Concerned. 

— 26 
How Americans Can Hold 
and Increase Their Trade. 


Hon. William H. Taft, who, as Civil 
Governor of the Philippine Islands, 
made for himself a name that will al- 
ways be honored and prominent on 
the pages of current American his- 
tory, in an address delivered before 
the Union Reading College, Manila, 
December 17, 1903, on the duty of 
Americans in the Philippines, presents 


an exceptionally concise and lucid re- 
view of events in those islands since 
Dewey's victory, by way of preface 
to his splendid treatment of the sub- 
ject of his address—"Our Duty in the 
Philippines.” 

No other man is so well qualified to 
speak upon this subject as is ex-Gov. 
Taft. Closely associated, in virtue of 
his office, with every detail of politi- 
cal, administrative and dotmestic life 
of the islands; acknowledegd as the 
man who through ability, tact, execu- 
tive force and strict integrity brought 
order out of chaos; refusing stead- 
fastly to leave his post until he had 
seen the work well under way and 
affairs on the islands so reconstituted 
that their own momentum, imparted 
by Gov. Taft, would carry them to 
a successful issue beyond the possi- 
bility of a return to the chaos which 
he found and conquered; speaking as 
a man who loved his work, loved the 
land and thé people which it de- 
volved upon him to lift to a higher 
plane of usefulnesw and progress; and 
loved -his country and her welfare— 
Gov. Taft’s address is an exceedingly 
valuable contribution to Philippine 
history, and therefore to United States 


EARLY EVENTS. 

Gov. Taft traversed well-trodden 
paths, but to good purpose, rehearsing 
familiar facts and reasons and 80 ar- 
ranging them as to paint a strikingly 
simple and effective word-picture of 
a great period in national history. He 
traced the significant results of the 
war with Spain, saying that in no 
other episode in our country's life 
has the nation played a higher and 
nobler part. He referred to the crit- 
icism of the motives of the chief act- 
ors in that war, the echoes of which 
he said may be heard for a generation: 
but the future historian, he said, will 
be free from the heat of politics and 
the abuse of partisan critics, and will 
write the history of that war in the 
light of “what the nation did, what 
the nation said, what it promised, 
and what it fulfilled.” 3 

He spoke of the reluctance of many 
interests to go to war, and tue demand 
of the people for war—a demand that 
could not be refused: He adverted to 
the declaration of our intention to

in the treaty of peace return the Phil- 
ippine Islands to Spain; shall we 
turn them over to the insurgent forces, 
or shall we accept the sovereignty 
ower them from Spain and discharge 
a as sovereign toward the peo- 


ONLY ONE POSITION. 
Touched by their plea that Spain 
has oppressed them, we could not, 
after delivefing them from that op- 


ern 
not turn the islands over to them, for 


eignty. 

Gov. Taft shows, beyond any ques- 
tion, that in carrying out sovereignty 
the United States government, and 
President McKinley and President 
Roosevelt, who has followed sedu- 
lously President McKinley's policy, 
have never once allowed the idea 
of greed for territory and power to 
creep into their administration of 
Philippine affairs. The United States 
slogan, “The Philippines for the Fili4 
pinos,” immediately announced, has 
been faithfully adhered to, and that 
promise will be as faithfully performed 
as have been the other promises made 
by this government. 

Particularly indicative of the high 
motives of the United States is a 
message to Gen. Otis from President 
McKinley, saying in part: “They (the 
insurgents and peopl> af the islands) 
will come to see our benevolent pur- 
pose and recognize that before we can 
give their people good government, 
our sovereignty must be complete and 


accepted the Philippines from high 
duty in the interest of their inhabi- 
tants and for humanity and civiliza- 
tion. We, want to improve 
the condition of the inhabitants, se- 
curing them peace, liberty, and the 
pursuit of their highest good.” 
Defining what is meant by the prin- 
ciple, “the Philippiner for the Fil- 
pinos,” Gov. Taft said: “Only this, 
that every measure, before its adop- 
tion, should be weighed in the light 
of this question. Does it make for 
the welfare of the Filipino people, or 
does it not? If it does not make for 
the welfare of the Filipino people, 
then it ought not to be enacted or 
executed.” He traced briefly the his- 
tory of the two Philippine Comm 
sions, showing how both of them, con- 
stantly admonished by the President, 
endeavored to adequately carry out 
the great idea of the welfare of the 
Filipino people. He said there was 


opted by the insurgents, produced 
an intense feeling of hatred on the 
part of the American soldiers who 
had to meet that kind of warfare, 
and through them communicated to 
other Americans on the islands. The 
American feeling of antipathy toward 
the Filipino is; according to Gov. 
Taft's statement of the case, very 
analagous to the feeling of the fron- 
tiersmen and frontier post soldiers 
the Indian. 
CARRYING QUT PRINCIPLE. 

Gov. Taft shows how the exigencies 
of this guerrilla warfare demanded 3 
larger American army. He then points 
out, in proof of the government's 
sincerity in the promulgation of its 
announced principle, “the Philippines 
for the Filipinos,” the fact that the 
army of 70,000 has been reduced to 
about 15,000; the Americans in the 
Islands have decreased rather than 
increased, s 1900; the demand for 
American s, for American 
ucts, has been reduced; and that 
eighty per cent. of everything bought 
by the civil government is bought in 
the Islands. 

He points out facts significant of the 
attitude of hostility on the part of 
certain Americans in the Islands 
toward the civil government. These 
Americans, finding business becoming 
less active as the Americans in the 
Islands gradually disappear and as 
the troops are withdrawn, attempt to 
make a scapegoat of the civil gov- 
ernment, which has been encouraging 
the natives so far as it could; has 
been taking the native into the gov- 
ernment as far as he seemed fitted; 
is doing what it can to elevate the 
Filipino people and provide for their 
welfare, and has not taken the Amer- 
ican merchant under its especial 


wing. 

Answering the charge that Amer- 
ican capital has not been encouraged 
to invest in the Philippines, Gov. 
Taft shows that by reason of the 
hostility of the American press and 
American merchants toward the Fin 
pino, every little warlike incident 
has been magnified until the idea has 
beconie prevalent that the time for 
investment in the Islands has not yet 
come. He also shows that franchises 
and ons have been granted 
in so as capital has applied for 
them, and in so far ar it has been 
able and legal to grant them. 

The difficulties of obtaining labor 
up to the American standard have also 
contributed to the troubles of mer- 
chants and others having to employ 
Filipino laborers. With respect to 
the possibility of obtaining satisfac- 
tory labor from the Filipinos, Gov. 
Taft says that experin.ents have 
shown that those who have gone 
about the matter systematically, and 
have attempted to fin! out what the 
native needs to keep him constant in 
his attendante upon work, have been 
successful, so that, wages considered, 
his work has been fairly satisfac- 


tory. 

Gov. Taft is emphatically 
to the admission of Chinese labor, 
because, first, the Filipinos have the 
1 opinion that it will be far 
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their detriment, and second, the his- 
tory of the Straits Settlements shows 
that it will not be for their prosperity 
as distinguished from the material 
prosperity of the Islands. He is op- 
posed to the admission of any Chinese 
labor until it Shall de made to ap- 
pear that the great works of construc- 
tion which are essential in the Islands 
cannot be carried on y 
with Filipino labor. 
FILIPINO CHARACTERISTICS. 

Gov. Taft holds that to contrast 
the Filipinos with Malays and 
the Oriental peoples will at once 
show that the Filipinos offer excep- 
tional opportunities for development 
along the lines which Ameriéan ideals 
require. He cites the fact that they 
are a Christian people, and have been

the Filipino people have Freathed in 
through their cducated leaders the 
inspiration of liberty and free gov- 
ernment.

He has not in any instance been 
ruled by the machine, neither has he 
attempted to destroy or ignore it, for 
he well knows that any party compos- 
ed only of purists would be apt to 
dwell in the lonesomeness and unuse- 
fulness of a minority, and that in prac- 
tical politics every element that is es- 
sential to success must be considered. 
“Gentlemen,” said a candidate before 
a Nevada convention for the nomina- 
tion of State Printer, “I am, as vou 
perceive, fairly well drunk. My hon- 
orable competitor, who has a larger 

capacity than I have has 
by repeated solicitations to imhibe, 
led me into this shameful plight. 
Gentlemen, if I followed my individual 
convictions I should withdraw from 
this contest, but I feel that I have a 
duty to perform to otners similarly 
situated.

Inclination and circumstances led 


Theodore Roosevelt during his earlier 
years to labor in the library rather 
than in the forum, yet his campaign in 
1890, and his tour of the country in 
that year proved that he has the na! 
ural aptitude and qualifications of a 
great debater. He has a wonderful 
memory, and a power of instantaneous 
absorption, and every new idea be- 
comes at once a part of himself. 

His dis a chemical solvent of 
thought into which great ideas can 
be thrown with the assurance that 
they will come forth clean, crystallized 
and compact. His syllogisms are iron 
limbed and no sophistries can live in 
their embrace. His power of rapid 
and correct generalization is supreme. 
No man can reason more rapidly and 
more cogently from cause to effect, 
or from circumstance to principle. 
All the vast and varied resources of 
his extensive reading, and experience, 
all his capacity for instantaneous and 
corect conclusions, all the intuitive 
knowledge of his great genius may 
seem always to be at his immediate 
command. It requires opposition, dan- 
ger, excitement, to evoke his full 
powers, and then he arises equal to 
the occasion. 

He has a keen sense of humor. The 
Rough Riders ate uncomplainingly of 
the embalmed beef with which Com- 
missary General Eagan is alleged to 
have’ prov.ued them, but when return- 
ed from the war they were encamped 
at Montauk and fed by patriotic 
women, with milk, angel cake, mince 
pies and quince preserves, they be-

The proverb which says that some 
‘men are born to greatness, some.

It is doubtful whether a 
man who is not born great can ever 
achieve greatness, for if fame be 
thrust upon a man of common nature 
he will be apt to contradict the prov- 
erb by proving unequal to the occa- 
sion. It is doubtful if circumstances 
or accident ever made a great man,

ties. Men follow bim because he im- 
presses them with the idea that his

His thoughts take directions from 
self-sacrifice, from care for others. In 
few natures are to be found poised 
with such perfectness and exactness 
the poetical and the practical ele- 
ments of mind. His early inspirations 
took scholarly ways. He likes to un- 
ravel the mysteries of science, to 
analyze the legends of history, to un- 
tangle the paths of philosophy. Then 
he faced unflinchingly the exigencies 
of a western frontier life. 

He borrowed dignity and grace from 
the untamed grandeur of physical na- 
ture and courage was his by instinct 
and inheritance. His hardy, hopeful 
zeal saw high purpose in every storm 
that beat upon his cabin. As one re 
sult of this noble education he pre- 
sents his thoughts in English as terse 
and vigorous as it is pure, he takes 
the model for his expression from the 
classic philosophy of the ancients; he 
draws the inspiration of his action 
from the practial philosophy of the 
day. His bow has the speech and 
beauty of one wielded by an ancient 
archer; the arrow strikes the mark 
with the precision and power of a 
bullet from a Mauser rifle, he thinks 
in Greek and acts in Anglo-Saxon.

At the 
inception of these enterprises there 
was no demand for public ownership. 
It was not until traveled Englishmen 
declared that such properties were far 
below the standard of efficiency and 
economy established in other countries 
that there was a clamor for improved 
service and reduced rates. 

Then it was that the inertia of the 
English and Scottish capitalists re- 
vealed itself. These placid men could 
no reason why they should change. 
the assertion that there 
learn from what had 
Jeveloped in the United States and in 


* 
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people have adopted a modified form 
of Socialism in place of a slumbrous 
capitalism. And there is nothing to 
prevent our native “captains of indus- 
try” from reading this unbiased nar- 
rative and profiting thereby. England 
has adopted public ownership for the 
simple reason that private capitalists 
refused to properly manage private 
monopolies. There was no sentiment 
about it. There was no appeal to high 
economic ideals. There was no aca- 
demic discussion. It did not even form 
@ partisan issue, and was rarely a 
plank in a local platform. 

And despite all this, there has been 
accomplished one of the most tremen- 
dous industrial and economic revolu- 
tions since the birth of modern civil- 


ization. 
More than 200 cities in Great Brit- 
ain own and operate waterworks. 


other countries which had a mania for 
tearing down old things and erecting 
new ones in their places. George 
Francis Train had landed in England 
and performed the miracle of introdu- 
cing horse cars--or “tramways,” as 
they term them—was it not enough to 
adopt one American device, without 
attempting to follow the hazardous ex- 
periments of cable cars and electrical 
traction? They would not listen 
any demand for modern methods. 

In taking this attitude they were 
in exact accord with other property 
owners whose money was invested in 
enterprises not so public in their na- 
ture. The landlord whose buildings 
Were devoted to offices did not tear 
them down and erect new onés when 
reminded that New York, Chicago and 
scores of American cities had revolu- 
tionized that type of architecture. The 
dens off Fleet street and the Strand 
were good enough for Donibey & Son, 
and the squalid quarters of “The 
Cheshire Cheese” served to meet the 
demands of Samuel Johnson and Oli- 
ver Goldsmith—why tear them down 
in imitation of a mation Which was 
woefully lacking in antiquities and 
traditions? Some of the hotels yielded 
to a popular demand for elevators, 
so they. put them in and called them 
“lifts,” but absolutely refused to con- 
sider any such wild-eyed scheme as a 
system of plumbing which would pro- 
vide hot and cold water in rooms oc- 
cupied by their guests. Nor is there 
a hotel in Great Britain of which I 
have seen or heard that has adopted 
this “modern improvement.” : 

With these and a thousand other 
examples to fortify his course, it is 
small wonder that the Engiish in- 
vestor in street railways, gas plants 
and similar quasi-public enterprises de- 
clined to yield to the growing demand 
for’ better service. He was equ 
deaf to the repeesentatives of private 
manufacturess who urged that by the 
introduct4en of electricity and other 
“innevations” an increased efficiency 
could be obtained which would show 
in increased dividends. He would not 
That which 
had been good enough for his father 
was g00d enough for him. 

Such was the attitude of the private 
capitalist in Great Britain when the 
public ownership movement had its 
birth and such is his attitude at the 
present moment. He does not believe 
in any novelty not of his own inven- 
tion, and he bas neither the taste nor 
the talent for invention. He, there- 
fore, stood still and the public ran 
over him. I am unable to find any 
record that the English capitalist of- 
fered any decided opposition to this 
tragedy. Certainly he did not become 
excited over it. That would not have 
been in good form. He simply waited 
and watched the procession pass.

These rough statistics give but 
an inadequate idea of the scope and 
extent of the movement. All of this 
has been accomplished in less than 
thirty years, and most of it in the 
last decade.

Wales, warmly supported the measure, 
and was made a member of the com- 
mission. It was found that the build- 
ing laws were either inadequate or not 
enforced. it was also found that there 
was an absolute lack of accommoda- 
tions for those willing and able to 
rent quarters. This was a startling 
indictment of a lack of enterprise on 
the part of the landlord class. It can- 
not justly be made in any city in 
this country. , 

The metropolis of London, therefore, 
took up the work which priyate in- 
terests refused to do. As in nearly 
every other instance where public 
ownership has succeeded private, the 
municipality was forced into the step 
by the stupidity, avarice or indiffer- 
ence of property owning interests. 
This point cannot be too much em- 
phasized. It should carry its own les- 
son and point its own moral. 

On the start the city did not con- 
demn and purchase property. It more 
rigidly enforced the building laws 
and passed new ones. In the mean- 
time it entered into negotiations with 
the Imperial government for the pur- 
chase of lands occupied by prisons. 
The committee reported in favor of 
the site covered by the famous old 
Mffibank Penitentiary. Dickens gives 
a vivid description of it in “David 
Copperfield.” It is on the bank of 
the Thames, a mile or more to the 
southeast of the Houses of Pariia- 
ment, and adjacent to a crowded tene- 
ment district. The government de- 
manded much more than the city was 
willing to pay, but after much hag- 
ling a compromise was reached by 
which eight acres were purchased for 
about $110,000. The old prison was 
razed, and its stones now form the 
foundation of dwellings in which now 
live 4500 persons. 

There are fourteen of these build- 
ings. Their total cost, including site, 
approaches, paving, open spaces, 
parks, play grounds, bicycle and per- 
ambulator sheds was about $1,115,000. 
Compared with those of the surround- 
ing neighborhood they are palaces. 
The “Hogarth Buildings,” of which an 
illustration is given, show the general 
architectural scheme. 

The 
paved. The buildings conform to the 
best types of English architecture, 
and the general effect is impressive. 
The structures are built to last for 
centuries, and an American architect 
would assert that too much attention 
has been paid to lidity, and not 
enough to embellishment. On every 
hand are wide asphalted courts, kept 
scrupulously clean. Two public 
schools, a graded and primary, flank 
the Hegarth Building. There are also 
reading-rooms, a public hall, library 
and — of the conveuſences of a pro- 
gressive town or village. A popula- 
tion of 4500 constitutes no ious cole 
munity. 

The rooms are large, well lich 
and show evidences of careful 2 


con- 
struction. A single room rents for 
4% shillings a week, or $1.08. The 


charge for two rooms is about $1.56 a 
week; three rooms from $2 to $2.50 
and four or five rooms rent at from 
$2.50 to $3. The rent is payable in 
advance, and the tenant is required 
to bring it to the superintendent's 
office. The rules are the same as in 
any well regulated private property. 

The popularity and practicability of 
this enterprise is best evidenced by 
the fact that of the 411 tenements 
only four were vacant when I in- 
epected the premises. The rentals last 
year amounted to a total of $87,200, 
with expenses of $37,000, leaving a 
gross income of about $50,000. After 
paying income and other taxes, in- 
terest charges, sinking fund and set- 
ting aside a sum for depreciation there 
remained a net profit of $18,420. 

It is well to note that in this en- 
terprise, as in all others in charge of 
the Housing Committee, not one dol- 
lar is levied against the taxpayers. 
The money was borrowed on the 
credit of the London County Council. 
It pays all of the taxes charged 
against private property owners. It 
pays for its water, and protects its 
buildings wth insurance. The work 
on the buildings just described was 
let out to private contractors, but the 
council did its own grading and much 
of the other work. : 

I had an interesting interview with 
8. G. Burgess, housing manager of 
the London County Council. Among 
other things he said: ‘ 

“We are influenced by the success 
attained by D. O. Mills of New York. 
Mr. Mills wished to do something for 
the toilers of that city, and therefore 
erected the two famous hotels which 
bear his name. e did not expect 
that the project id be self-sus- 


taini and was surprised when the 
low tals yielded a steady and sub- 
stantial profit. There N an almost 


endless demand for respectable apart- 
ments for and from men and women 
of limited but sure incomes. - Since 
no one else is willing to supply them, 
the London County Council has taken 
up the work.” 

The Milbank project above described 
is only a detail in the monumental 
housing plan outlined and under way 
in London. I shall attempt to give an 
idea of its scope and magnitude in the 
next paper.

“Yes,” repiied Secretary Cortelyou. “The Bureau of 
Labor has been making an investigation of that subject, 
and its estimate is that wages are now on the average 
about 15 per cent. higher than they were in 1894, 1895 and 
1896, and 10 or 12 per cent. above the wages of 1890, when 
they were higher than at any previous time in our history.” 

“How about the cost of living. Has not that also in- 
creased?” 

“Yes,” replied the Secretary. “The Bureau of Labor has 
investigated that subject and it finds thal the average coil 
of living of 1902 over that of 1890, the country over, had 
increased 83 per cent. The investigation was based on 
the increase in the retail prices of food on an eslimaled 
amount used by each family.” 

“Can you give the cost in different parts of the coun- 
wry?” 

“Yes,” said the Secretary of Commerce and Labor as he 
picked up a report and went over the figures. “The average 
cost of food per family es'imated by averaging 2567 fam- 
ilies in different parts of the United States was $344.61 
each. In the north Atlantic States the average in round 
numbers was $360 per family and in the south Atlantic 
States $312 per family. in the Western States it was $322, 
and in the South Central States, $310.

“Our exports 
of domestic products are greater today than those of any 
other country, and our exports are growing more rapidly 
in 1875 we shipped abroad 
in round numbers $497,000,000 worth of goods, and in 1903 
In 1875 the United 
Kingdom exported $1,087,000,000 worth of goods, while in 
1903 its exports were $1,415,000,000 worth. In other words, 
in that time we increased our exports almost 300 per cent., 
while those of the United Kingdom increased less than 40 
per cent. in 1875 our export trade was not half as great 
as that of Great Britain and Ireland. In 1903 we exceeded 
the latter country by $40,000,000 worth of exports. Ger- 
many in 1875 had an export trade of $96,000,000 in excess 
of that of the United States. In 1903 it was more than 
$250,000,000 behind the United States. The United King- 
dom and Germany are, next to the United Stales, the 
largest of the exporting nations. So you see how we 
grow.”

“What is your department doing as to the great combi- 
nations of capital?” | 
“The Bureau of Corporations,” replied Secretary Corte 
you, “has been gathering from all sources the information 
alrtady availabie as to the various Combinations of capi- 
lal which come within its jurisdiction. It is compiling tha’ 
information and studying it in order to define the scope of 
its inquiries for more specific information from such cor- 
porations or combinations.” 

“Will the information the department gathers be confi- 
dential or will it be printed so that all may know just how 
the various corporations stand?” 

“Some of the information of a general nature will be 
published and distributed, but as to Certain specific infor- 
mation relating to particular corporations the act creal- 
ing The depariment expressly provides that It is gathered 
for the purpose of enabling the President to make recom- 
mendations to Congress for needed Iegisiation. Such in- 
formation will be necessarily confidential as far as the 
Department of Commerce and Labor is concerned. 
wi be gathered in the public interest, but none of it 
can be published except at the express direction of the 
President.” 

“But, Mr. Cortelyou, many people look upon your de- 
partment as the watch dog of the investor and sock- 
holder?” said 1. 

“Congress did not specify any clas as one in whose in- 
terest the bureau is created—- hose watch dog it Mall be. 
Its duties are plainly defined, and will be performed with 
impartiality, without regard to special interests, and for the 
benefit of the whole public.” 

“Will it not make our financial conditions more stab!c?” 
1 asked. 

“Yes,” replied Secretary Cortelyou. “I think there is no 
doubt but that the work of the Bureau of Comorations will 
have a steadying influence on financial conditions. It will 
disseminate actual knowledge of general comorate affairs | 
and this wil largely eliminate the fear and uncertain:y 
which are so often factors in the financial and 
industrial world.” 

Our Commercial Invasion. 


The conversation here turned to commercial matiers, 
and | asked Secretary Cortelyou to tell me some hinge 
about our business abroad. tHe replied: : 

„ “Our foreign trade is in a very satisfactory condition. 
We exported more goods last year than during any pre- 
ceding year in our history. Our exports to Europe were 
a hundred millions greater than in 1902, and 60 per cent. 
in excess of those of a decade ago. We have increased 
our exports to different countries of North America 80 
per cent., and in South America we sold last year B per 
cent. more goods than we did the year before. To Asia 
and Oceania our exports have trebled in the fast ten years, | 
and to Africa they have become five times as great. Our 
imports are also increasing, although not so rapidiy. Last 
year we imported more goods than in any preceding year. 
indeed, in 1903 the imports amounted to nearly a billion 
dollars.“

Our Consuls and Our Foreign Trade. 


“Our forcign consuls ali report to you, Mr. Cortelyou? 
How do they compare with the commercial agents of other 
nations?” 

“Yes, they report to me through the Stale Department,” 
was the reply. “The comments by the newspapers and 
business men of other nations indicate Mat our consular 
service Compares well with that of other countries, but that 
is not enough from an American point of view. While 
the work of many of the consuls is of a very high grade 
there can be much improvement. This fact was fully rec- 
ognized by the President and by those of his officials who 
have immediate supervision of the work of the consuls. 
The suggestions made by the business public from time to 


lime with roference to the practical problems which con- 


front them in their attempts to increase their export trade 
will undoubtedly prove helpful in this direction. The 
consuls are essentially commercial officers. They should 
play a more vital part in the extension of our foreign 
trade. Their relations to the new department are one of 
its pressing problems. The Department of Commerce and 
Labor will do its share in the effort to improve this sege 
vice whenever improvement is shown to be needed.”

“Returning to the labor question, Mr. Secretary 
something about our immigrants. I understan: 
almos! a million last year?” 3 

“The actual number of the immigrants who landed in 
1903 is 857,000. That is the most we have ever had in a 


single year. We came nearest it in 1882, when 789,000 


were admitted.” 

“That is an enormous number of people,” said l. “Is 
Uncle Sam big enough to digest an annual meal like that 
and retain his true Americanism?” | 

“That question is a grave one,” replied Secretary Cortel- 
you, especially considering the ciass of immigrants we are 
now getting. Until within the past fifteen years practically 
al of our immigrants came from northern and western 
Europe, and they were largely of Teutonic stock. They 
were intelligent and industrious, and they have taken a 
latge part in building up the country, in molding our in- 
stitutions and contributing to our high standard of Ameti- 
can citizenship. 

“Within the past fifteen yeats much of our immigra- 
tion has been from southern and eastern Europe, com- 
posed of elements by no means so desirable, classes which 
do not easily assimilate with®us, which congregate In cities 
and communities by themselves, and which may In some 


degree constitute an unwholesome element of our popu- 


lation. During the past year 600,000 of this class of immi- 
grants were landed, constituting almost 70 per cent. of 
the year’s immigration. A large percentage of these peo- 
ple do not read or write in any language, and it will be 
long before they can be made into good American citi 
zens.”

IMA (Peru) February, 1904.—It was evening in old 
. Lima. The wind wa» very on, and flaming banners 9 

red were waving in the west. Along all is of the 
square the porters were busy pulling Up their wooden h- 
ters for the night. Lights were beginning to flare in the 
cafés as darkening shadows fell over the old, old city. It 
was a ſi hour to hear the sfories that good old Father 
Francisco told me of this ancient stronghold of the Cath- 
olic church. He told of Pizarro, the iron-hearted con- 
queror, who, he od books say, was an illegitimate child, 
left. to perish by an unknown moher, and who would 
have starved had he no! been nursed by a sow. Pizarro 
became a foundling of the church, and although in after 
years ii had cause to blush for his vandal acts, he was a 
vaiian' soldier in the cause of God and king, and even 
thdugh he ‘caused rivers of blood to flow through the fair 
valleys of Peru, he put a cross on every hill. 


The Sign of the Cross. 


“When his time came to de,” said my venerable narra- 
tor, “his assassins deal him the death biow as he knelt to 
make the sign of the cross in his own blood. Wt was his 
last act, and very fitting. for his way up and down the 
worid was marked ty much carnage. It is told of him that 
he could not read nor write, and that his murder of Ata- 
haulipa, the Inca cnieftain—which ru hless act we of today 
stil greatiy deplore—was caused by an accident exposing 

‘that fact. The written accounts relate that Pizarro had 
agreed to give the Inca ruler his liberty if his subjects filled 
the room in which he was confined with treasure to the 
height of a mark made on the wall. This mark was as 
high as the noble prisoner could reach with his finger tips 
while he sood on tiptoe. The treasure was in the form 
of plates of gold and silver brought from the temples of 
the barbarians. During the time it required for ne riches 
to be brought, the royal captive amused himself by learn- 
ing words of the language of his keepers. He had one ot 
them scratth the name of God on one of his finger nails, 
and it pleased him much to see that the lowliest of the“ 
conqueror’s ſollod ers recognized the letters arranged in 
such a novel place. 


Pizarro Could Not Read 


“One day when Pizarro called upon the royal captive, 
the latter held out his hand that his visitor might see, but 
Pizarro could not read, and did not understand. When 
the prisoner discovered that his captor’s menials were less 
ignorant than their master, the thought amused him and 
he laughed. Pizario’s pride was hurt, and although the 
room was eventually filled with gold nearly up to the mark 
on the wall, he broke his word, and killed the lordly inc a 
in cold blood. This foolish act of vengeance will ever be 
@ stain upon the honor of the arms of Spain.

SECRET OF ORIENT PEARL. 


THE, PRIZED ADORNMENT DISCOVERED TO BE. 
SEPULCHERS OF DEAD PARASITES. 


— 


, on the northwest coast of Ceylon, has been noed 
as the chief source of Orient pearls, which are found in 
the bodies of pearl oysters (Margaritifera vulgaris,) more 
truly described, however, as pearl mussels, | 

The mollusks ere fished up by native divers, though re- 
course will probably be made to dredging in the future. 
The alarming decline in this important fishery, the pro- 
ceeds of which, amounting to hundreds of thousands of 
rupees annually, have long been an important asset in the 
revenue of the Ceyion government, recently resulted in 
Prof. Herdman of Liverpool being sent out to ascertain 
the cause, and, if possible, to suggest a remedy. 

The first volume of his report has just appeared, and 
the beneficial result of his valuabie suggestions is already 
bemg felt. Mr. James Hornell, a well-known naturalist, 
has been associated with Prof. Herdman in the matter, 
Sand is continuing the work under the auspices of the Colo- 
nial government. The most interesting outcome of the 
whole thing is the fascinating story which these experts tell 
us about the mode of origin of “oysters’ tears.“ Mr. Hor- 
nell has just ascertained the facts which make the story 
complete. 

For nearly half a century it has been known that river 
pearls, which once were the object of important British 
fisheries, are caused by the irritation set up by parasitic 
worms, and forty years ago Kelaart proved that this is 
also true of the marine pearls of Ceylon. But it has been 
reserved for Herdman and Homell to work out in de‘ail. 
the story of the parasite infesting the peari oyster, adding 
one more romance to the fairy-tale book of modern sci- 
ence. 3 

Living in Indian seas is a voracious stingray (Trygon,) 
the intestines of which afford food and lodging to a pe- 
culiar little tape vorm (Telrarhynchus.) This unwelcome 
guest holds on for dear life to the lining of the intestine 
by means of two suckers and four long hooked tubes, pro- 
jecting from its head. As in tape worms generally, the 
hind end is made up of a series of flat joints, within whica 
innumerable eggs are developed. The ripe joints pass out 
of the body of the fish, and from the eggs minute frece- 
swimming embryos hatch out. Some of these pass be- 
tween the shells of peari oysters, burrow into the bodies 
of the unfortunate inmates, and there develop heads. 
But many other things must happen if they are to get the 
chance of growing into adult worms. One of the heredi- 
tary foes of pearl oysters is the rough-skinned trigger fish 
(Balistes,) which feeds on the sluggish bivalves, easily 
crushing their hard shelis with its powerful chisel-ended 
teeth. if one of these fishes happens to devour an in- 
ſested oyster the little parasites bore through the walls of 
its stomach and imbed themseives in its fle h, making it 
“measly.” But the, parasite has yet to reach the interior 
of a stingray before it can become adult, and the trans- 
fer is often effected, for the trigger fish is a favorite item 
in the bill of fare of the stronger ray. 

But what has all this to do with pearis? Here is the an- 
swer. Many of the juvenile tape worms that infest the 
oyster die, and then become a source of irritation. To al- 
lay the tickling, layer after layer of pearly substance is 


Long-infesited oysters, of course, yield the finest. The 
economic bearing of these facts is clear. Stingrays and 
trigger fishes alike must be carefully “preserved,” other- 
wise the tape worm will become extinct, and then no 
pearls, or at least none of the best sort. Some varietics 
are very possibly caused by parasites of other kinds. And 
small, inferior pearis may be formed round sand grains or 
minute, hard particles due to inflammatory disease. in 
ignorance of the facts related, it was proposed not long 
ago to wage war e Foutrance against the trigger fishes be- 
cause they Gevour pearl oys‘ers. H the step had been ta- 
ken the government pocket would have been sorely de- 
pleted. So after all natural history has its uses for “prac- 
tical men,” and it is a pity that our government does not 
generously endow scientific research in this important 
subject. 85 

The secret of the Orient pearl, as now revealed, will

ASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—As soon as il was realized 
that Korea must become the principal theater of 
the struggle between the island empire and the 
land of the big white Czar, our eyes turned toward the 300 
Americans engaged in various enterprises in the Hermit 
Kingdom. 

Dr. Horace Allen, the ex-medical-missionary who serves 
us as envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary to 
His imperial Majesty Li Hsi, has become the American of 
the hour, so far as the Far Eastern sisuation is concerned, 
_ ind finds himself in much the same limelight glimmer as 
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J. H. Nienstead are connected with the Korean Army. 

At the American Legation, when war commenced, were 
Dr. and Mrs. Allen, Gordon Paddock, our Consul-General 
and Secretary of Legation; Capt. Andre W. Brewster, our 
military atiaché, and Kwon Yu Sup, Minister Allen's inter- 
preter. Mrs. Allen is a matherly woman, who has done 
much to uplift her Korean sis ers. She was Miss Frances A. 
Messenger, of Ohio, and, like her husband is a graduate cf 
Ohio Wesleyan University. 

The other Americans in Seoul are officers or employés 
of the Seoul Electric Car Company, the Seoul Electric Light 
Company, the Seoul Fresh Spring Water Company, and 
the National Bank Korea. All of these concerns have 
been created by Amé@rican enterprise. The concession for 
the Seoul-Chemulpo Railway, which connects the west 
gate of the capital with Chemupo, its seaport, twenty- 
seven miles distant, was secured by the American Trading 
Company, but was subsequently sold to a Japanese con- 
cern. This was the first railroad built in Korea, the con- 
tract for its construction having been awarded to the Amer- 
ican and Oriental Construction Company, formed wi’: 
Denver and Chattanooga capital. These contractors threw 
an ecight-span bridge across the great River Han, three 
miles south of Seoul. This bridge is 2450 feet long, the

Of these 300 American citizens in Korea, 200 were liv- 
Ing in Seoul, the capital, when active warfare opened on 
the peninsula. One hundred of these were employed by 
the Oriental Consoljdated Mining Company, a Yankee con- 
cer, at Un-san, in the very theater of hostilities. Their 
camp was heavily armed with rifles and rapid-fire ma- 
chine guns, but their women and children were in a peri- 

ous position, The other hundred Americans outside Seoul, 
scattered about the northern part of the peninsula, are 

‘mostly missionaries who have their women and children 
with them. it has been Dr. Allen's task in the past week 
to convey these defenseless ones to Ping-Yang, which city 
lies midway on the highway running from Seoul north to 
Wiju, and at the point where that road is crossed by an- 
other running east and west and connecting Chinampo on

stranger. Merchants from Siberia, China, Japan, Persia, 
Turkey, Syria, and all parts of Eastern Europe journey to 
Moscow to dispose of their wares. 

The markets are a babel of strange tongues, intensified 
by the violent gesticulations of the speakers. 

Moscow is the Manchester of Russia and the center of 
the commerce and wealth of that vast empire. The 
sturdy Muscovite merchants begin work carly in the morn- 
ing, and have all their business finished before their &. 
Petersburg confreres are scarcely out of bed. 

Napoleon the Great was the mast important tourist who 
ever visited Russia. in the spacious courtyard of the 
Kremlin there are 869 pieces of cannon which were left 
behind him in the retreat of 1812. see 

These cannons, mosily bronze, were originally taken by 
Napoleon from the Prussians, Austrians, Itallans, Span- 
iards and Portuguese during his various victorious cam- 


paigns. 

Recently thousands of soldiers have passed through 
Moscow on their way to Manchuria and Siberia. 

They marched through the silent streets at midnight or 
early in the morning, when the inhabitants were asleep. 
The miliary bands and waving of handkerchiefs by wives 
and swecthearts were missing from the scene. Nothing 
but the tap-tap of the drum was heard as the soldiers si- 
lenitly marched through the snow-clad streets on their 
way to the Siberian Railway station. 


Where War May be Declared. 5 


it is an ancient custom that war must be proclaimed 
from Moscow, and nowhere else in the Russian. empire.

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Up-to-Date War Methods. 


INNOVATIONS REPORTED nr OUR 
ATTACHES IN THE EAST, 


From a Special Correspondent. 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Of the war novelties kept 
W in stock by Japan and Russia in anticipation of 
their sanguinary struggle our government was al- 
‘eady apprised when the war dogs were unchained 3 
Arthur. We had for some years maintained military 
and naval atiachés in Russia and the Orient, and it was 
their business to report these. things to their intelligence 
bureaus in Washington. One perusing these reports can- 
not but marvel at the progress of an oriental nation scarce 
a generation out of feudalism; whose knights fought in 
armor within the manhood of its present leading spirils. 
Nor can he but admire the tireless military energy of a 
people whose Czar and faher, two centuries back, en- 
listed in the ranks of his own army and apprenticed him- 
ze to a Dutch shipbuilder that he might make his coun- 
try a war power, 
Aerial Devices. 


An extensive fleet of war kites, for signaling purposes; 
forms part of the equipment of the thirteen new battalions 
of Japanese pioneers. The Japanese as well as tho 
Chinese are all natural-born kite flyers, and their feats 
performed with these captive aeroplanes have long ex- 
cited the wonderment of their Western brothers. 


A light balloon train was lately purchased by Japan, 


interrupts the trans-Siberian Raitway’s path through East- | 
ern Siberia, is being watched by military engineers wiih 
great interest. it was on this frozen lake thal sik hun- 
dred Russian soldiers pushing on to the Orient were said 
to have been frozen to death last week. The trans-Baikal 
Railway forms the last reach of the trans-Siberian road 
in the direction of Port Arthur, and is recognized as the 
most delicate point in Russia's strategic system. 


Steam ice-breaking Raft. 


A steam ice-breaking raft was placed on the lake when 
the road was opened, June 1, 1900. This vessel carried 
trains across the stretch of water to Myssovski, where the 
raid ay continued, and ils introduction was said at the 
time to have reduced the time from St. Petersburg to 
Port Arthur to twenty-nine days—about the same as mat 
from San Francisco to Manila, via the Pacific. 


The weakness of Japan's cavalry is a point to which at- 
tention has not been drawn by the war correspondenis. 
The Japanese are poor riders, and their mounts are 
small, thick-necked animals, weak in their hind quarters, 
with narrow chests, short and abrupt shoulders. They 
stand at thirteen and one-half to fourteen and one-half 
hands. But the foresight of the Mikado’s generals showed 
itself last year, when, realizing that in time of war it 
would be difficult to obtain good moun‘s in a country so 
poor in horse flesh, they considerably incrcased the supply 
of steeds, both for cayairy and artillery. Japan had pre- 
viously endeavored at the Tokio cavairy school to im- 
prove the breed of its war horses by introducing Ameti- 
‘can, Hungarian, French and Persian stallions. 


Two million horses are estimated to be the total sup- 
ply on which Japan can now draw without importations. 
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bu! In this form of aerial equipment the Russians are bet- 
ter supplied. Near St. Petersburg the Czar's army has 
for some time maintained a central balloon park, a school 
for officers and men sent there periodically from the six 
“fortress balloon parks” scattered over the empire. This 
em the Russians have modeled after mat of the 
French. At their central bailoon park they maintain an 
acronaulic experiment station. On the present war foot- 
Ing there are atiached to each of the fortress parks a bal- 
n corps of five officers and 136 men, capable of han- 
ree Captive balloons a! the same time. 7 
cons ate supplied to the Japanese ploneers: 
telegraph instruments and bicycles. Through- 
ussian army—‘o all of the fortress troops, infan- 
try rogiments, artiiery companies and telegraph delach- 
ments—new bicycles were issued in January, 1900. The 
_ type of the machine was left to the discretion of the lo- 
cal military authorities, but the folding frame previous!y 
adopted was discarded as impracticable. 


Traction Engines and Cars. 


— 


Traction engines drawing armored trains independent 
of raits are expected to figure in Russia's campaign. The 
Muscovites have recently been employing them for mili- 
tary use, and are conducting experiments to perfect them 

a means of transportation. in the rear of the army 
they carry material of every kind, and at raiiroad termini 
- serve for loading and unloading trains. in camp the en- 
tines furnish electric light and pumping power, Over 
two dozen traction engines were used by the British in 
South Africa. But the Russians were the first to put them 
to military use. During the war with the Turks in 1878 
the Russian and Roumanian raiiways proved inadequate, 
and the dozen traction engines driven on the ordinary 
toad transported for the army in the field 9141 tons of 
material at a reduction of cost and saving of labor. : 

Armored trains propelled by traction engines over com- 
mon highways or open fields are a decided novelty. The 
possibilities of their use as moving fortresses—as land 
battleships, so to speak—are, of course, incalculable. Ar- 
moreq trains upon ordinary railways have, of course, been 
used with success. Ong was employed by us at the bat- 
tle of Calumpit, Luzon.” The British used them in South 
Africa, and they figured in the Cuban insurrection. They 
were first employed in the Franco-Prussian war, and have 
been factors in nearly every great war since that time. 
When pushed forward over track previously reconnoi- 
tered they can safely be used to deliver effective artil- 
lery fire. The Russians will undoubtedly place them on 
the trans-Siberian Railway.

Kitchens on Wheels.

The type introduced is a large iron kettle, 
with cover, safety valve and chimney, the whole being 
mounted upon the axle of a light carriage, carrying also 
provisions and fuel. About two hours before the time for 
halting on the march, water, vegelabies and meat are 
placed in the kettle, and the fire is kindled in the fire 
don beneath, and a refreshing stew is ready to be served, 
with cold rations, when the period of resi is announced 
by bugle down the lines.

A car kitchen has also been newly adopted for Russian 
military trains.

Mr. Hay’s Day. 


Let us take Mr. Hay, who is well known in Downing 
street, and who has been described as one of the most 
tactful ambassadors who ever represented America at 
the court of St. James. My authority for the following is 
a correspondent who has seen Mr. Hay daily, and some- 
times twice daily, for the past three years. He selects an 
“average” day—the conversation quoted below having 
taken place while the Panama situation was Sill acute. 


the night. The representatives of the afternoon newspa- 
pers and news agencies are announced. They usually ar- 
rive at about the same time every day. Occasionally 
Mr. Hay is receiving a foreign diplomat, and the reporters 
wait. Usually they are shown into Mr. Hay's room with- 
out delay. 

This particular interview is brief, and more for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a brief summary of fresh developments 


Kishineff, Manchuria, Beirut, etc. Mr. Hay talks freelv 
to the men, in whom he has great confidence, often ex- 
plains a certain obscure dispatch, says just how much is 
to be published and how much kept secret. It has hap- 
pened many times that the first reportorial callers were 
given copies of fresh dispatches before they had reached 
Mr. Roosevelt. 
Often the morning newspaper correspondents will “drop 
in” for a moment before Mr. Hay goes to lunch- 
con merely to get in touch with the days work. They are 
sure to do so if there is a particularly delicate situation 
abroad. But the big interview—the “round up”—takes 
place about four o'clock, when the official day's work is 
practically done. Then the correspondents—there may 
be from ten to twenty of them—are shown into the sec- 
retary’s office, and there begins a good-humored game of 
parry and thrust. | 
Always Suave. : 


Every man may have some particular question to ask, 
and he has no hesitation about doing so. Mr. Hay may 
answer it, and allow the answer to be or an- 
swer it privately, merely to enlighten the c nt, 
or turn it away with a keen sady which leaves the ques- 
tioner as much in the dark as ever. But in any event 
his temper is unruffled. : 
„ “t saw Count Cassini (the Russian Ambassador) leave 
here a few minutes ago,” one correspondent may say. 
“Can you tell us anything about it, Mr. Secre‘ary?” 

“Yes,” Mr. Hay replies. “He left this note,” and picking 
up a document from his desk he reads it to the corps of 
correspondents. Then he may explain or amplify it, and 
as his visitors listen attentively, the scene suggess a gray- 
bearded college professor instructing a class. 

“Well, but. what does it mean?” asks another corr:- 
spondent. 

“Draw your own inferences,” replies Mr. Hay. “I needn't 
teil you Mat.“ | , 

About this time the inevitable idiot, who can be counted 
upon to come to the front upon almost every possible 
occasion, asks the usual idio d question. tt may be as 
to why America does not order Russia out of Manchuria, 
or whether war will be declared against Turkey because 
an American citizen has been assaulted at Alexandretta. 

Mr. Hay reduces him to confusion by a swift and often 
Stinging reply. The inevitable idiot retires silently to the 
rear. 

“Mr. Secretary,” says another correspondent, “we haven't 
had a story for a long time about those islands in the Fa- 
cific which are claimed by Japan.” . 

“There is nothing new,” replies Mr. Hay. I have not 
heard from Mr. Griscom (Minister to Japan) recently. in 
his las communication he said that we claimed them 
by discovery, and that Japan claimed them by right of 
occupation.” 

Any hing fresh from Panama?” asks a third inquisitor. 

“No; things seem to be quiet.“ 

“How about the case of Frank Lenz (an American cy- 
cler who was murdered by Kurds while making a tour of 
the world.) Are there any new developments?” 

“No,” replies Mr. Hay, referring to some papers. “His 
mother wrote to us some time ago and asked iis to take 
it up again. We have not done so yet.” 

And so the examination goes on, the questions asked 
embracing almos! every power. The interview may last 
twenty minutes or half an hour, and a great many in- 
terrogatories can be put in that time. 

Midnight interviews are a frequent occurrence. Hardiy 
a government official in Washington but has been called 
out of bed to answer the telephone call of an anxious 
newspaper correspondent, or to hold speech with him 
while attired in the majesty of pajamas. 

Dr. Hill, formerly an under-Secretary of Sta‘e, and now 
Minister to Switzerland, has had many experiences of this 
kind. A certain well-known correspondent tells me that 
Dr. Hill never discoursed so eloquently upon international 
affairs as when he had been aroused from his slumbers. 

A few weeks ago the State Department was exercised 
over the supposed murder of an American Consul at 


Beirut. Assistant Secretaries of State were routed out of 


bed, and one of them, who positively declined to get up, 
was interviewed in his bedroom by the repreentative of

Every government’ department is “worked” systemal- 
ically by the correspondents, who adhere to a carefully 
prepared schedule for seeing various officials. There is 
a large press-room, with typewriters and telephones, and 
a messenger, in the same building with the Secrelary of 
State’s office.

Life on the Desert. 
A PEN PIcTURE OF PERILS Wuicn 
PROSPECTORS ENCOUNTER. 
By a Special Contributor. 
7 HOSE who have never dwelt on the desert cannot 


possibly have any idea of what desert life means. 
There is no liſe anywhere else like it. There are 10 


| dangers of a similar character to be experienced else- 


where. The prospector, the man who sees most of it, 
can describe it to you. He can tell you of is heat, its 
blinding glare, and the awful feeling of being without 
water to moisten the parched lips with; but wilh all that 
he can say nothing which inspires the awe thal comes 
upon a man who is there alone. There is companion- 
ship in the very rocks and trees of the mountains. The 
noise of the birds singing and the running water cheer 
the heart, but on the desert there are none of those 
things. A man off the trail, lost there, is indeed help- 
less, and well may one say “God help him.” 

Every year the desert claims its quota of victims, just 
as the ocean must be fed its list of wrecks. Beyond its 
confines they are little heard of. Within them they some- 
times happen and are not known of for/years. Occa- 
sionaily a prospector—he, too, may me trail— 
stumbles across the bleached bones of another of that 
pioneer breed who had perished years before. A piece 
of paper, an old envelope or a pocketbook may give 
the daa to identify the remains by, but often there is 
nothing, and they are put beneath the ground to mingle 
with the dust, unmarked by any needless formality. u- 
inspiring it is indeed to come upon the skele'!on of some 
os prospector. Think of a man, himself wandering, un- 
cer.ain whether he is traveling parallel with the trail or 
is to the north or south of it, thus attracted. For a few 
minutes he forgets his own predicament. He stands over 
it and ponders. Who was he? When did he die? He tries. 
if he is an old desert prospector, to call to mind those 
whom he has missed and may have come that way, or 
perhaps he is a newcomer, and it is the skeleton of a 
man who prospected there before his time. Be that as 
it may, to a man lost on the desert the sight is awe- 
inspiring beyond the ability of mere words to describe. 
An iilustration of this may be gleaned from the expe- 
rience of two American prospectors who had been ex- 
ploring the line country between Sonora and Arizona. 
Gold veins, some carrying good values, ate plentiful in 
the lithe ranges which appear here and there on the 
desert of that region. The white population in a tract 
of country embracing sixteen thousand square miles num- 
bers less than twenty-five souls. There may be as many 
Mexicans, and there is a floating population of Indians. 
These latter in small bands dig considerable basins in the 
ground to hold the rain water which falls twice a year. 
Twice a year sometimes, it should be said, bu! more 
often only once, and sometimes there are seasons of 
drouth when the rain does not fall at all for several 
These little accumulations of water do not ias! 


| tong, and when they have dried up the Indians leave. 


Here and there is an oasis where a white man lives, al- 
ways in the foothills. He is there to mine, and has, maybe, 


| a little store and a few head of horses and cattle. His 


water, perhaps, comes from a well several hundred feet 
deep, and is just sufficient for his own purposes. The 
Indians can gel a supply in passing, and a lite to sup- 
port life until the next water is reached, maybe forly 
miles away, but they cannot remain and consume the 
little there is. And so it happens that there are lime. 


when the desert is almost denuded of its inhabitants. ft. 


was on one of these occasions the two American pros- 
pectors were crossing from the Sonora side of the 
boundary line into Arizona. They were out of water. 
Twice they had been disappointed. On each occasion 
the Indian supply they had counted on was dried up. 
The bottom—of the chaca, as it is called. was as hard 
as a Brick. They had been nearly a day and a half 
without water, and the animals at the last disappoint- 
ment lay down and could not get up again. 

What an outlook! Surely enough to stagger the bravest. 
The prospectors, old hands at the game, realized their 
predicament. No time then for delay. One of them 
knew of a tinaja, or tank of water in a range of hin, 
abou! seven miles distant, at the south end of the Gun- 
sight Range. After taking the packs from the burros, 
whieh: they fully realized had made their last prospec ing 
trip, they set out for this, their last hope. Hours later, 
for the sun was high and the heat intense, they reached 
the foot of the hills. A climb of seven hundred fee: was 
in front of them, and silently they made it. Words take 
strength, and in emergencies of this kind none is wasted. 
Soon they were at their goal, and, heaven be thanked, 
there was water (here. Not much, indeed, the veriest tri- 
fle, but it was water, just enough to save their lives. In 
the solid rock beneath their feet, under an overhang- 
ing bluff, was a slight. accumulation made by a gene 
inflow through a crevice in the blue porphyry. This was 
the tenaja. |! was known to only a few prospectors and 
the scarce wild animals which made the range their home, 
or were driven to it when all other sources failed. Even 
as they stooped to dip it up a mouniain lion was noticed 
sneaking round a huge boulder. They had disturbed him 
evidently, just in time to preven! his lapping up the few 
pints which had trickled there after many hours. He ev- 
idently came there often, for his tracks were in every 
patch of sand around it. Men of that kind paid little 
attention to such signs. They would drink, even if they 
had to do it revolver in hand. Nor is the class of men 
prospectors are drawn from subject to prayer. But those 
men prayed. t was years since they had done so before, 
and their words were few. Each went down on his knees

He 
had stripped off his clohes and run on wildly,. but he 
had held o his canteen, and it lay beside him as it had 
dropped, years before. No sign of flesh was on the 
bones. The ants had cleaned that off and ieft them, 
within a few weeks after the man died, as white as they 
were men. The two prospectors looked at the ske.elou. 
“Poor fellow,” said one to the nter of this experience. 
“He fed by the wayside. Thank God, we are saved.” 
The rest of the journey was not made without an effort 
Water they had no more for twenty miles, and the ther- 
mometer registered for many hours during the day 117 
deg., and there was no shade. 

The following month two German prospectors set out 
from the next range, the Quijotoas. One of the 
prospectors had been on the desert before, bu! had litte 
experience; the other was over from ihe oid country 
only a short time, and lured by the tales of mining life 
he had heard, wanted to try his luck. To the one whe 
could speak English, Mr. Day,.the storekeeper at Quijo- 
toa, pointed out the danger of going far from water, bul 
without avail, and midway between the, Quijo oa Range 
and the Barbaguivari Moun'ains, three days later, one 
of them lay down and died and tie other was driver 
insane, but fortunately fell into the hands of me indi- 
ans, who brought him back o Day's sorte, where he re- 
cuperated and regained his reason.

There is no instance of the successful use of a torpedo 
by a fighting ship, although such vessels have, in a num- 
ber of instances, discharged topedoes without effect. No 
torpedoes were used in the war between Spain and ho 
United States, though experts have expressed the opinion 
that there were opportunities when they might have been 
employed to advantage, as at me battle of Santiago, or 
while the Spanish ships were lying in harbor. 

The first use of the Whitehead tomedo in actual war- 
fare was in 1877, when the British Hip Shah discharged one 
at the Peruvian war vessel Huascar, but it failed to strike. 
In 1891 this submarine projectile was employed with 
deadly effect against the Chilean warship Bianco Encalada, 
lying at anchor in the harbor of Caldera, Chile. The ves- 
sel was in the hands of insurgents, and the Chilean govern- 
ment sent two tomedo boats to destroy her. The boa's 
attacked at dawn, taking the crew of the ship by surprise. 
The boats, however, were fired upon as they approached, 
bul ineffectively. Five torpedoes were discharged at the 
ship, and one took effect, blowing a great hole in the dou- 
ble bottom of the ship, so that she sank in five minutes. 
The tonpedo used was of relatively small size to the bes! 
now employed, and contained only 60 pounds of cxplo- 
sive. 

Two years later the Brazilian ironclad Aquidaban, like- 
wise manned by insurgents, was sunk by a torpedo dis- 
charged from a government boat. A night attack was 
made by four torpedo boats, and one of three torpedocs 
discharged found its mark. A hole was made in the bo!- 
tom of the ironclad twenty feet long and six feet wide, so 
tha! she would surely have sunk MH at sea. But she moved 
imto shallow water, where she grounded, and was then 
abandoned to the victors. It appears that she was ing 


no searchlights when found by the attacking flotilla, al- 


though the presence of the latter was detected before any 
torpedo was discharged, and the boats were fired upon. 

During the war between Japan and China, in 1895, the 
Japanese torpedo boats did good service. They made re- 
peated attacks upon the Chinese fleet of war vessels in the 
harbor of Wei-Hai-Wei, and succeeded in sinking a cruise:

We remember the artists of the old 
countries betler than we remember their merchants cr 


heroes. The achievements of peaceful intellect live long- 
est in history. 


But he who follows this greatest pursuit generally docs 


so at a sacrifice. He lays aside this world’s goods for the 
sake of gaining high spiritual attainments. Poverty is al- 
most sure to be his at the beginning. Yet, if he only can 
render a few of his soul's ideals on canvas, he is entirely 
willing to slarve in a garret all his life, knowing that after 
he is gone, his soul will live in his pictures as long as they 
endure. H he be a true artist, he does not think about 
self-glory, but only of his work. 


What | wish to show is that in the vicinity of Los Ange- 


les, the student does not starve in a garret, no matter how 
ecsiatic he may be. He may very nearly keep his ex- 
penses inside an income of nothing. Besides, he may 
live in the very midst of opportunities for study that few 
other cities can equal. |

A New Schoo! of Landscape, Art and Floricultufe. 

In these days of the upbuilding of great estates in South- 
ern California, the landscape architect is, and rightfully, an 
import an factor. Unfortunately much, very much, .of our 
work horticulturally, tloriculturaily, and architecturally is still 
in the experimental s'age. There are a fow, a very few, 

men in Southern California who by actual experience are 
qualified to advise or render opinions in regard to plant- 


ing, and as a mater of fact, ine men no are the bes! 


qualified to speak are still finding so many problems to 
solve, climatic and otierwise, that they are slow to ten- 
der opinions or to give advice. Many of the men who 
have been in a more or less local way successful as prop- 
agators of trees, shrubs and plans have had no architect- 
ural training, and are not traveled, or by nature artistic in 
their concep’ions, and so, with all due deference to a 
very mall number of men who are school-bred landscape 
architects and who are manfully srugeling to understand 
our peculiar climate and the conditions surrounding plant 
life, it is a manifest fact that Southern California has ye! 
to evolve a schoo! for the training of florists, gardeners, 
and even of landscape architects. 

The Eastern-'rained landscape gardener comes to 
Southern California o mme plans for the beautiful home 
of some millionaire ciient. His plans made on paper are 
atiractive and correc!, bul we will say, for the sake of get- 
ting the subject under consideration, that he has never be- 
fore planned a California home. There always, has to be 
a first time, you see. Our young artist has traveled a good 
deal, but in European countries, where, though the cli- 
mate of the south of France and laly may be like that of 
our Land of Hearts Desire,” yet other conditions, of labor, 
of irrigation faciliiies, of—well, where many other condi- 
tions the “rightness” of which are essential, are eslab- 
lished, while with us they are in the experimental stage 
or are not ye: attemp'ed.

Mrs. Richardson herself, the difficulties they had contended 


with and the different steps that had been taken, marked 


| as they were in some instances by success, in others by flat 


failure. 


It is only righ: that | should state in the beginning that 
in the five years since Mr. Richardson began to lay out 
the place consisting of about thirty acres, the plans of a! 
leas! four men have in some measure been incorporated, 
and while the na ural conditions at Montecito are so good 
that only a critical theorist could find fault with the beauty 
of the place or the surrounding landscape features, it must 
be admitted, technically speaking, that such a state of 
affairs cannot possibly bring the most perfect results. 
he origina! plan for the place was to follow the natura! 
lines indicated by the native growths, which inciude fine 
oaks and sycamores, and a plan which has brought very 
agreeable results on the many handsome estates at Mor- 
tecito. Following this, Mr. Richardson brought on an East- 
ern landscape architect, and they devised an elaborate 
plan, which, unfortunately, was allowed to include many 
plants and shrubs hardy on the Hudson, or in other climes 
not nearly so equable as this, but which so far refuse to 
de acclimatized in Southern California. 


Among these were plantings of rhododendrons and 
azaleas, tree peonies, camellias, and many other beautiful 
plan's which, could they be induced to make thelr home 
with us, would be prized, and well treated, but so far do 
not seem to fancy our peculiar conditions. Now, person- 
ally, | have faith that these very plants, if California-grown, 
might be adapted to our oul-of-door conditions, but un- 
fortunately our growers are many of them timid about ex- 
perimenting, and others are discouraged by repeated fail- 
ures, and as a consequence, al‘hough California is “the 
land of flowers,” our nurserymen and florists send out lists 


and catalogues so limited in their scope, that # is no won-

Beautiful Houses. | 
ARTISTIC HOME MORE A QUESTION 
OF TASTE THAN OF MONEY. 
By a Special Contributor. 
OST buildings are ugly. Any building might be iA- 


teresting and artistic, even if not costly. The ques- 
tion of cost does not affect the artistic excellence of

a cily, a town, ora building. Otherwise, Washington street, 
in Boston, would not be one of the ugliest streets in the 
world, nor would much of Broadway, New York, be so very 


crude. If it were a question of money, State street, Chi- 
cago, and Fourth street, Cincinnati, would be beautiful in- 
deed. London, despite its few beautiful buildings of 


which we see pictures, is in the main a brutally ugly city.“ 


Havana is the most beautiful city on the American conti- 
nent, yet it has never been a relatively wealthy city. I's 
beauty is that of simplicity, of refinement of form and 
color. There is complete freedom from crude pretense. 

Bul a person need not view this matter by cities or grea! 
streets. Let him look out of his window at home. Le: 
him look up and down the street as he leaves his own 
front door, and he can but recognize the striking fact that 
mos! houses are ugly. No building is ugly and no stree! is 
ugly for lack of money. The most expensive building in a 
community is usuaily far from being the most beautiful. 
The rich man in a country town nearly always expfesses 
himself in terms of pretentious ugliness when he builds: 
The beautiful house is commonly one of moderate cost, 
one with graceful, simple lines, good form, refined details 
and quie! coloring. 

lf we prove that there is no excuse for ugiiness, and on 
the other hand realize that most houses are ugly, how 
great is our offense! It is without excuse. This is most 
easiy proved by a simple example. Two friends bull” 
houses on neighboring streets. One is pleasing, conven- 
ient, well-built. The other is crude, pretentious, inconven- 
ient, and will soon be in need of repair because of the 
large amount of fragile, so-called decoration. Each hou 
Gost approximately $4000. Each has the same number of 
rooms, though the ugly house has more waste »space—is less 
imelligently planned. Each of these houses contains abou! 
the same amount of material and labor. Material and 
labor are the only elements which make the cos! of a 
buli ding. One may well ask why one of these buildings fs 
beau and the other very pretentious and ugly. Any- 
hing which is true of a whole building must be true of a 
detail of the building. Thus, to unders'and the difference 
in these two structures and ‘he spirit which affected their 
building i! may be well to consider-the front door of eact. 

The artistic house had a plain, quartered white oak doo. 
Ihe natural grain of be wood is beautiful and quiet. The 
surface is free from moldings and carving. The knob and 
escu.cheon are of dark bronze and bot are plain. Th 
glass in the upper part of the door is white in color and 
set in lead, with a light, straw-colored border around its 
margin. On the inside of the door is a silk drapery, te- 
fined in color and simple in figure. The woodwork is 
ruBbed down to a dead finish. If one will stop o think 
of it, there is nothing more expressive of quiet dignity and 
straightforwardness ‘han an entrance door of native oak, 
honestly made and simply formed. This door is beautif«i, 
and i! is not expensive. With this good form, appropri- 
ate, but not necessarily costly decoration might be used 
if the form and proportion are good, decoration may ac- 
centuate the beauty, but it is not necessary. The use of 
ornament is a matter of individual preference. 

Now as to the door of the other house. It, too, is of oak, 
‘bul the grain is crude, pronounced and accentuated by a 
dark reddish-brown filler, over which is a heavy molasses- 
like varnish. in the center of the lower pane! is the coun- 
terfeit of a carved wreath. The oak of the wreath is of 
a different color and a different grain from that of the 
panel. The panel itself is surrounded with some pressed- 
oak molding, while into its surface has been stamped a 
crude copy of one of the traditional ornaments. There 


| ris a projecting piece of clumsily moided oak woodwork 


below the glass. The design of the glass is foliated, and 
has more than one colored flower growing from the same 
cathedral giass, of many inharmonious colors, all lined in 


| copper tracery. This glass is as ugly as money and bad 


taste can make M. There are six square feet of it, and the 
owner tells his friends with pride that he paid $400 a square 
foo! for it. The glass in the beautiful door cost 60 cen's a 
foot. 

What is said Of the doors of these two houses applies, in 
a general way, to the staircases, the inside doors, the man- 
teis, the tile work, and the fittings and furnishings. The 
“pretentiously ugly house has a tower, and in the roof there 
are dormers which are in no way related to the general 
design. On one side of the house is a fussy, fragile littic 
ba cony. The end of the sitting-room has the corners 
rounded. The glass is bent and catches the lig! uncer- 
tainly. 

To continue the itt of unrest, one end of the porch is 
round, and the balusters, posts, cornice and gabies are 
littered up with badly-jointed bits of turnings, jig-sawed 
work, and a little crude carving The gables, each a ie 
different from the other, might be mistaken for triangular 
sample boards of planing-mill jig-saw work. There is so 
much of this material, there are so many features, count- 
ing the tower and dormers, the gables, the impressive 
chimneys, the balcony, the irregular porch and round cor- 
ners, that the general character of the cons!ruction and 
elegance of finish had to be sacrificed in order to get them 
all ‘ogether in one house. 

These people wanted what they called a stylish house. 
They were ambitious and energetic, but the energy was 
misdirected. The very effort which they expended in an 
attempt to make the house beautiful, in point of fact 
made it ugly. If some of the excresences and trimmings 
were removed and certain features and detail which rep- 
resent expense removed, the material and artistic value of 


the structure would be increased 7

Our artistic house, the one with the pretty, well-designed 
front door, would have been beautiful and attractive, would 
have commanded respect and admiration from everyone 
had it not had one square inch of decoration on any part of 
the structure. The proportion and form were good. This be- 
ing accomplished, the proper application had the effect 
of adding a degree of refinement and simple elegance 


which could not have been possible had not the elemen- 


tary of form in itself been beautiful and dignificd. 
Decoration may emphasize ugliness or it may ac- 
centuate beauty. Decoralion is not necessary to any well- 
designed structure, but good form and proportion are posi- 
tive, definite, inexorable requirements. It is quite as im- 
poriant that the people should know this as that the archi- 
tects should know it. — Ne

SIMPLIFIED HOUSEHOLD SERVICE 


THE DIGNITY AND REPOSE BROUGHT BY SIMPLE 
FURNISHING. 


By a Special Contributor. 

There was once a housekeeper who had managed to 
keep the family comfortable and the house reasonably 
clean with the aid of two good “girls.” This and the care 
of the children kept her busy, very busy. But the time 
came when she, as others of her kind, had to care for the 
same house and the same family with the heip of one ser- 
vant only. They could not eat less, and she was not wil- 
ling to do without the dainty cleanliness which had dis- 
tinguished the home. Her already busy hands could as- 
sume only an inconsiderable part of the added work. But 
the way must be found. in the course of time she 
evolved the following principie: 

“| can manage oniy through saving work in many small 
ways. | must carefully consider every housckeeping pro- 
cess and be far more economical of steps than i have 
been even of money.” 5 

in pursuance of this plan she began an inspection of 
the kitchen, and by rational means and a very small money 
| outlay saved eighteen to twenty hours a week, getting en- 
actly the same results produced by the more wastefu 
methods. This was done through the mere reartanging 
of the fittings of this room and the purchase of labor- 
saving devices. |

These old hidebound rules are fast becoming ob- 
solete. Each housekeeper washes, irons or sweeps as suits 
her own plan, and the conditions of service. The sys- 
tem which rules in a factory is meant, where no wasted 
step is ever taken, where there is no hurry, where the work y 
of one part dovetails into that of every other part. This 
is the system. we must have in order to keep house with 

Of course, it is possible to have so much system that 
any work is hampered, but there is little danger the aver- 
age American will attain that unhappy condition. We are 
too criminally wasteful of our time and strength in house- 
keeping. We have built and furnished our houses with the 
idea of plenty of house service. Under present condi- 
tions we shall be forced to reorganize our methods. 

The elimination of unnecessary furmishings is going on 
all over the land, despite the protests of the professional 
decorators who find it so profitable to sell us needless por- 
tieres, three sets of curtains for each window, the para- 
phernalia of Turkish rooms, Japanese rooms, Egyptian 
dens. The American women are coming to their senses 
in these matters, coming fully, slowly, but surely. The 
good work is to be permanent for two reasons: because of 
the greater dignity and restfulness it brings, but preémi- 
nently because the lack of house service makes it impera- 
tive to simplify our living. When we can no longer buy 
service to care for unnecessary furnishings we shall no 
longer. buy them. If dearth of servants shall do us this 
service, it is a blessing which becomes much disguised, it h 
true, but a blessing, none the less. :

Hog Cholera. 


MILD and perhaps short epidemic of hog cholera has 
appeared in two or three places in Los Angeles coun- 
ty. With regard to the treatment and disinfection of an- 
imals we use here the formula’ of Dr. Sal- 
mon, chief of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, whichis as follows: 1 pou wood ohar- 
coal, I pound sulphur, 2 pounds sodium chio- 
ride, 2 pounds sodium bicarbonate, 2 pounds sodium hy- 
posuiphite, 1 pound sodium su!phate, 1 pound antimony 
sulphide. This seems quite a prescription, but it has been 
so thoroughly tried that its efficacy is no longer ques- 
tioned by stock men. These ingredients should be 1 
oughly pulverized and mixed. The dose is one large ta- 
biespoonful for each 200-pound weight of hog to de | 
treated, and it should be given once a day. Sal- 
mon keeps his experimental pens in a sanitary cohdition, 
and sprays the animals thoroughiy once or twice a week 
with zenoleum.

Potato Culture in Joreey. — 


—— .tt. ñ— 


EV. CHARLES D. “MERRILL, pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church at Glendale, has just’ handed me his pam- 
phie! upon potato culture in the island of Jersey. It is 
a valuable history of high-pressure gardening, or interior 
farming, in the groath of early potatoes for the London 


— 


tion of “spuds.” But Mr. Merrill invests his observations 
with a romantic and practical expression that has given 
the subject both live interest and value. | may find room 
for a number of extracts hereafter from this unpreten- 
tious but intensely charming history of the potato in Jersey. 
From the last chapter a few statistics are given. Acres 
of potatoes on the island, 7000; tons exported annually, 
60,000; tons reserved for seed and food, 15,000; average 
yie'd per acre, 333 bushels; average gross price per acrc 
of crop, 3343; average net cash per acre, $260; high- 
est yield per acre, 600 bushels; highest receipts per acre, 
$600. 

The Hland of Jersey is only about twelve by six miles in 
dimensions, bu! its potato crop brings to the island nearly 
$2,000,000 annually. The business has developed so richiy 
that land sels from $600 to $1500 per acre, and rents at 
$25 to $65 per acre for a year. The land is seldom of- 
fered for sale, and most of the farmers own the land 
they till. in describing the island Mr. Merrill says it is 

“a syenite rock pushed up three hundred feet out of the 
sea, having an irregular oulline. The surface ls broken 
with eroded valleys, down which run small dreams to the 
sea. There is much variety of steep slopes, level fields, 
little meadows, groves, orchards and rocky shores. The 
surface has been so long and carefully tilled that it is 
easily worked now, and is remarkably free from weeds.” 

Early _ Vegetable Growing. * 

SYMPOSIUM upon n the potato would not be out of 

place at this time of the year if we had the material 
from which to write it. In 1851, John M. Horner of Aia- 
meda cleared $150,000 from 800 acres of potatoes. How 
Mr. Horner procured enough seed on this Coast the sec- 
ond year after the discovery of gold we are not informed, 
though the Spaniards may have supplied it. But ‘his grea! 
crop of potatoes and profits proved the undoing of the 


business the next year. The Centennial Year Book of 


Alameda county says: 


“In 1852 Beard & Horner's potato crop at Alvarado av- 
eraged 200 sacks (wout iwelve tons) to the acre, and 
sold for upwards of $100,000. The following year every- 
body cultivated them. in Pajaro Valley 20,000 sacks were 
one day bet upon a horse race. Beard & Horne: con- 
tracted theirs in advance at two and a half cents a pound 
to San Francisco merchants. Garrison took 1,000,000 
pounds, which were never removed, but were allowed 
to rot upon the ground. Saunders & Company purchased 
a large quantity, which they stored away in the huik in 
the bay. As warm weather came on, the polawoes com- 
menced growing and threatened to burst the vessel open. 
They cmmenced dumping the pot imo the bay, but 
the harbor master topped it and the owners had to pay 
for their removal to another locality.” Since those golden 
days the American has never resumed his prestige in 
vegetable growing. The business has been preémpted by 
Southern Europeans and Celestials. Nowthstanding the 
fact that potatoes were grown in those good old days “as 
large as a man's hal,“ pioneer vegetable growing soon 
passed away, or was continued only by a few near the 
large mining camps. May the American's interest in field 
vegetable growing be renewed. : 
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Potato Planting. 


ARCH is the month for planting po'atoes, turnips, 

cabbage, letluce, peas and radishes, speaking for the 
Stale in general. One experienced grower says his fam- 
ily garden is only 2500 square feet of ground, and yet he 
raises enough vegetables for his large family, excepting 
potatoes, from this small plot of land. Light, rich loams 
are the soils for potatoes. They usually retain moisture 
well and ala ays aliow the tubers to expand and give suf- 
ficient room for root extension. A hint as to how enor- 
mous yields of potatoes are secured is given in Mr. Mer- 
rill’s work on their culture in the Island of Jersey. He 
says: 

“The Jerseyman prepares tis soil for planting as fol-. 
lows: The field late in the fall of the year, afier the 
summer crop is removed, is first scarified and harrowed, : 
then plowed two or three inches deep and left a month 
or two. in January, or as early in the spring as possible, 
it is well harrowed (and scarified if necessary,) until it 
is quite pulverized, then the manure is put on and care- 
fully spread and plowed under two or three inches deep 
as shallow as possible. Again it is harrowed, then a deep | 
furrow is opened down the center of the field, and the 
plowing is begun. Two plows are used, one following. 
the other, the smaller with two or three horses, the larger 
with eight or ten horses. The maler plow takes me 
lead with a furrow from fourteen to sixteen inches wide 
and four inches deep, turning the manure and the top 
crust into the bottom of the deep furrow down the cen- 
ter of the field. The lage plow follows, bringing up the 
mold a foot to eighteen inches in depth, and, turning it 
over the crust and manure, leaves a clean and well-pul- 
verized surface. This, when leveled and well harrowed. 
is ready to receive the seed. The opening of the ficid 
down the center, and finishing the furrows across the ends, 
leaves the entire field untrodden by teams or men, ev- 
ery square foot lying in a perfectly mellow condition.” 

When we know that this elaborate means of preparing 
the soil for potatoes in Jersey produces as high as eighteen 
or twenty tons of fine potatoes to the acre, we can sec 
the merit of deep plowing. This method gives cach tuber 
room to expand in every direction. There are no scrubby 
potatoes grown here, but all are of fine quality, and most

Bulletin on Butler. 


HE Department of Agriculture is about to issue a bul- 

letin containing an arucle on the “Keeping Quality 
of. Butter." Butter spoils by reason of the work of mi- 
croscopic organisms, and the probiem, it is stated, is to 
exclude them or destroy them when they are present. 
The article says “butter makers understand pretty well 
that pasteurization is often of very great value in butter 
making. But why pasteurize the mik or cream and then 
wash the butter with dirty, germ-laden water?” and notes 
a test made at the government lowa station upon ripened 
cream, which was divided into two equal parts. One lot 
was churned and the butter washed with ordinary well 
water; the other lot was washed wi'h water boiled and 
cooled. The latter butter kept very much longer than the 
butter washed with unboiled water. By pastcurizing the 
cream, as well as the wash water, it was found that the 
keeping quality of the butter was still, more improved. 
When the butter made from unpasteurized cream, washed 


with ordinary water, kept thirty-four days, the butter made | 


from pasteurized cream and washed with boiled water 
kept seventy-five days. The estimated cos’ of pasteurizing 
both the milk and the wash water is one cent per pound 
of butter produced. 


‘GOOD ROADS. — 

New Road Bilis. 

HE whirlwind of proposed good roads legislation con- 

finues. in the last ten days five new good roads bills 
have been introduced in Congress, one by Representative 
Brownlow, somewhat modifying his Original bill; another 
by Senator Latimer of South Carolina, another by Sen- 
ator Gallinger of New Hampshire, and another by Rep- 
resentatwe Currier of New Hampshire. [Each of these 
bills appropriates $24,000,000 and provides for a Bureau 
of Public Highways, the termns of the bills being slightly 


different. Representative Maddox of Georgia has brought| 


forward a unique measure to distribute the “surplus” in 
the treasury, not enceeding $25,000,000, among the various 
States and Territories on a basis of population for the 
improvement of their postal roads. The money is to be 
turned over to the State authorities, but they are required 
to make annual reports to Congress. 

This may be popularly indorsed as a good means of 
disposing of any surplus, but the lack of authority given 
by the bill to the Federal government to supervise such 
road construction is believed to be a fatal defect.. Some 
_of the States would undoubtedly make good use of the 
money turned over to them, while some others might 
not.

Natural Gas. 


T is somewhat strange that, with so much petroleum 

in this section, no natural gas has hitherto been devel- 
oped on a commercial scale. Natural gas is found in 
small quantities at nearly all the off wells, and is somc- 
times used for cooking and so forth. At Santa Fé Springs, 
a few years ago a phenomenal gas well was struck, which 
shot high up in the air, and created a sensation. An at- 
tempt was made to develop it on a commercial scale 
about a year ago, but the result was a failure and the 
company disbanded. 

in Ventura county an important strike of natural gas 
was recentiy made, which looks as if it might develop 
into something permanent and important. The Ventura 
Republican recently gave the following account of this 
development: 

“The natural-gas promolets have struck it rich for a 
ceriainty. On Friday last a regular gusher was uncovered 
in the field being worked in the river bed at a depth of 
only one. hundred feet, or to be more exact, at a depth 
of ninety-nine fect. The strike was made in the first shal- 
tow weil which the company has worked on since the deen 
well work was suspended two weeks ago. The new hole, 
it is conserva lively estimated, will yield 10,000 feet of gas 
every twenty-four hours, which is about one-fourth of the 
entire output thus far uncovered. The find is a most en- 
couraging one to everyone connected with the expioita- 
tion, and is of vital interest to Ventura. 

“The work of promoting the gas search was begun by E. 
F. Foster. it had been well known that there was gas ooz- 
ing from the ground in thal territory years and years ago, 
but Mr. Foster first conceived the idea of gel ting at it for 
commercial purposes, He went right to work with a will. 
The first thing he did was to put down a numer of shal- 
low wells, four or five, and in each of them he secured gas 
of good quaiity—over 20,000 fect in all. Then it was deter- 
mined to put down a deep well. This was staried right in 
the midst of the shallow holes. The deep well was sunk 
about 750 feet. In that depth several strata of gas were 
uncovered. Then the work was abandoned on the weil. 
In all, it is thought it will yield about 10,000 feet of gas 
dai. This raised the total output to some 30,000 feel 


“It was determined tha! shallow weils gave better re- 
turns and were not so expensive as the deep holes, and 
then the company began work on shallow wells. 

“A hole was begun about thirty feet north of the deep 
well right away. This is the remarkable well just com- 
pleted. its abundant vie d was astounding. Its vieid of 
10,000 feet is going to mean much to this section. 

“Enough gas was long since found to supply the ordi- 
nary wants of this place. An expert was called in early in 
the stages of developmen! and he gave it as his coinion 
that 24,000 to 25,000 feet of gas every twenty-four hours 
would be an ample supply forthe needs of Ventura. It will 
be largely used for fuel, though the gas, has been tested 
and found to make a splendid flame, even in a raw sta‘e, 
and could be satisfactorily used for illumination. 


But the company did not want to stop with supplying 
Ventura. had a supply for the wants of Oxnard in 
view as well. Oxnard is more in need of a good cheap 
fuci than Ventura, but for the matter of that, all of South- 
ern California is mighty shy on the question of fuel, and 
the company has continued the prosecution of its search 
with the wants of Oxnard in view. With the latest strike 
it would seem that both Ventura and Oxnard are in a fair 
way to have this best and cheapest of fuels. . 


“The company some time since began the work of the 
erection of its plant. If it had not secured the natural 
article it had imtended making gas, and will build with that 
end in view. Pipe is already laid from the wells nearly 
to Ventura, and it will not be a great while before the 
gas will be easily accessible to every housewife. 

“Nor is this all. Natural gas to Ventura means cheap 
fuel for manufacturing. This question of fuel—cheap 
fuel—has always been the bugbear which factories had to 
face in Southern California. Cheap fuel and plenty of fi 
means manufactories and plenty of them. Factories mean 
life. If this town could but get a few, her future is more 
man assured. 

“There has been, thus far, no setback whatever in the 
hunt for natural gas, and so long as it can be found the pro- 
moters intend to keep right on finding it.”

On the whole the horticulturists of the county were 
sunmprised and gratified at the outcome of the year’s prod- 
uct of cilrus as weil as deciduous fruit crops, as the quan- 
tity and quality of both turned out much better than was 
predicted by fruit growers last winter. The abundant rains 
the latter part of the winter and spring very materially in- 
creased the ou'put of all kinds of fruit over what the or- 
chardist had reason to expect from the indications dur- 
ing the early part of the season. The increased size and 
quality of all kinds of fruit made up to a large extent for 
what was said to be a small setting of citrus fruit in the 
spring of 1902. 

he rainfall in the spring enabled the fruit and alfalfa 
growers to get an abundant supply of water during the irri- 
gation season, as weil as a large supply of surplus water 
as late as the month of July wherever there were reser- 
voirs to conserve the surplus water. 

Recent decisions of the courts regarding the legality 
of cerlain irrigation distric:'s and their bonds have caused 
a great deal of encouragement to farmers and growers in 


some parts of the county where they have been burdened 


with irrigating bond taxes without getting the water. 


he San Jacinto district in addition to their abundant 


supply of artesian water has organized a water company 
composed of her cwn ci:izens with a sufficient capital, and 
has completed a water system with cement canals, etc., 
and are now prepared to supply water for irrigating pur- 
poses from the natural flow of the artesian belt above 
town. A portion of the above supply will be used by the 
horticulturists of itville 

his county is er 200 miles from east to west. in 
the desert portion of the county below the sea level, a 
new horlicultural district is being rapidly developed with 
an abundant supply of artesian water. This year Coa- 
chella, on the Sou hem Pacific Railroad, shipped ninéty- 
seven cars of melons, and demonstrated thal grapes and 
all kinds of fruit and vegetables can be grown success- 
fuily and marketed much eartier than in any other section 
of the United States. In this “desert” part of the county 
just mentioned they are experimenting with the date of 
commerce and were successful in producing, enough ripe 
fruit this season to warrant more extensive planting of 
this strictly tropical fruit. 

At Banning, on the edge of the “desert,” 1000 tors 
of cured fruit were shipped this season, Consisting of apri- 
co's, plums, peaches, and sixteen cars of egg plums; also 
twenty-five tons of almonds and walnuts. 

“‘In addition to its large fruit production, Riverside 
couniy has produced the past season 5,000,000 sacks of 
grain for which the farmers are receiving the highest prices 
obtained for many years. 


“‘The total valuation of property in Riverside county as 
per Assessor's books is $16,385,000, an increase over last 
year of nearly — There. are neariy 2,000,000 fruit 
irees in the county, of which 1,500,000 are in bearing, the 

non-bearing being mostly young trees. 


“*Aithough some damage is reported from the appie 
district by the codiin moth, the crop of apples shows up 
better than ever before, being of large sizes and fine qua- 
ity and flavor, thus demonstrating that our mountain and 
foothill sections are-well_adap‘ed to this favorable fruit, 


as well as cherries and other fruits.’”

Seeds and Plants. 


HE GERMAIN SEED COMPANY, of Los Angeles, one of 

the ‘eading nursery and seed establishments of the 
West, recently issued i's 19th annual catalogue, a hand- 
some volume of over 100 pages, profusely illustrated. 
There seems to be little excuse for Southern Californians 
to send away East for seeds and plants, when they can 
obtain such a great variety here, especially as it is a fact 
that Eastern seedmen declare California-grown seeds 0 
be the best they can obtain, and conslantly increasing 
areas of land in this State are now devoted to the raising 
of seeds for shipment to the East. 

F. H. Humer, formerly Coast traveling man for the Case 
Seed Company, is now manager of the seed department 
of the company. The nursery, which is specially complete, 
has been for some time under the care of O. M. Morris, a 
well-known nurseryman of Southern California. Mr.. Morris 
recently distinguished himself by successfully transplanting 
a paim 56 feet in height from Los Angeles to San Francisco, 
where it stands in the yard of a business man in the 
Weser Addition.

Arizona Wool. 


HE wool industry is quite an important one in Arizona. 
Following is from an interview from the Phoenix Ga- 
zette with J. F. Salter, a Boston wool buyer: 

“In speaking of wool conditions last night, Mr. Salte; 
said that from all appearances the clip in this Territory 
would be the largest in many years. The total clip it is 
estimated, will be about 3,500,000 pounds, of which about 
1,750,000 pounds will be clipped in this county and be

“Mr. Salter states that the wool this year, for some rea- 
son contains a greater amount of dirt, ‘vegetable matte?’ 
the wool buyers distinguish it, than last year. Arizona 
wool is of the grade known as fine and fine medium, and 
this year is bringing from 12 to 1354 cents, some exira 
good fiber having been sold for as high as 14 cents. But 
this lower price is not wholly ‘due to the quality the 
wool, being caused to no small extent by the N.

“Shingles.” 


Wa ISS A.L. s. of Pasadena, asks in regard to the treat- 
ment of the disease known as “shifgles.” Two 


similar inquiry. Correspondents are again requested to 
save and index this department of the magazine if they are 
interested in subjects treated therein, as the same thing 
cannot be said over and over again. However, the main 
portion of the reply to the previous correspondent is here 
repeated. The remarks apply also to the Pasadena 
woman: 

“ ‘Shingles’ is an acute inflammatory disease of the skin, 
characterized by the formation of grouped vesicles along 
the line of a nerve, and accompanied by neuralgic pains. 
it is usually regarded as due to an irritative and inflamma- 
tory condition of the nerves, and there is no doubt that 
this, again, is generally due to errors in diet, or to mode 
of living. in this case the correspondent appears to have 
adopted a sensible kind of diel—or at least to have 
avoided some undesirable foods. It is probable, however, 
that he is still taking into his system something that tends 
to irritate the stomach, and so inflame the nerves. It is 
impossible to give detailed advice in such cases, with- 
out more knowledge of the circumstances. He migen 
try a fast for a few days, then confine. his diet largely to 
fresh fruits, vegetables and salads, with a little lean meat, 
whole-meal bread, peas and beans. 


“No local application is of much use in such cases, al- 
though washing with borax water will give some relief, also 
the rubbing of the parts affected with pure olive oil. 


“This or any other disease is simply a sign of some mor- 
bid condition of the body. n matters not in what shape it 
may manifest itself, or by what name it may be caied. 
The only possible cure is to ascertain wheré the laws of 
nature have been violated, and to come back to the na- 
ural mode of life. To give effective advice in such a case 
it is necessary to know more details about a person’s pasi 
history and present condition.”

ning to learn and to value some of the fundamental laws 
of hygiene.

“Recrudescences are nearly always due to dietetic et-

Proceed as for cake, with the exception 
of adding flour enough to make a soft dough. Flour the 
molding board and rolling pin, take a small portion of 
dough at a time, roll nearly as thin as a dollar and cut 
into cookies an inch and a half across. If liked, a tea- 


spoonful of caraway seed may be added to the dough, 


or each cookie may have a small raisin pressed into the 
cemter, or they may be sprinkled with sugar and cinna- 
mon. Watch the cookies closely after they are in the 
oven, as it takes bul a short time for them to bake. 
After the cakes, Rosalie tried a luncheon and a break- 
fast dish, and tried them on the family as a surprise, in 
order to show what she could do.

Croquettes—Croqueltes may be made almost entircly 
of “leftovers,” as you will see, and very good they are,

fish, well together, and add one slice of onion, cut or 
chopped very fine, a teaspoonful of milk, an after-dinner 
coffeespoonful of flour, a little sat and pepper, and 
wich the fingers form into firm little shapes abou! the size 
of a walnut. Put into the frying pan a teaspoonful each 
of butter and meat drippings, and when these are hot. 
roll the croquettes in flour and place them in the hot 
fat, cooking first on one side, then on the other. Serve 
as quickly as possible. , 


Frizzied Eges—Put into a small frying pan two slices of , 


bacon which have been cul into tiny bits. Place this on 
the stove where it is not too hot, fry to a delicate 
brown. in the meantime break two eggs into a bow! 
and whisk with the egg beater until they are light and 
foamy, then pour over the bacon and cook without stir- 
ring until firm enough to turn out onto a hot plate. Sirew 
over them small bits of parsiey which have been rinsed 
off in cold water, and serve at once.

A DEFINITION OF POETRY. | 
The first thing lo realize about. poetry is that the meter 
is the meaning—even more than the words. In Tennyson's 
sad “Tears, idle tears,” for example, it is not so much the 
words that are accountable for the wistful sorrow of the 
general effect as the sad, rain-lke melody mysteriously 
charging the words wilh sorrow, like some beautiful inter- 


pretative voice; and R Is this subtly mimetic quality, end- 
lessly adaptable, which is the raison d'etre of meter, and 
the secret of its power over mankind. 

Perhaps it may help us to attempt here a definition of 
pootry—though it is a bold, even foolhardy thing to do, 
for there has never yet been a definition of poetry thal 
satisfied anyone but the man who made it. We may 
recall ongefashionable in its day, Matthew Arnold's “Poetry 
is a criticism of life.” That a poet should have made 
such a harrowing definition is amazing, though one, of 
course, undersiands it, in the light of the fact that the 
inspiration of Matthew Arnold’s muse was almost en- 
tirely that of a philosophical criticism of life. Far from 
being a criticism of life, poetry is much more like a re- 
creation of it. K is life—in words. But let me timidly 


launch my own definition: 


Poetry is that impassioned arrangement of words 
(whether in verse or prose,) which embodies the exalta- 
tion, the beauty, the rhythm, and the pathetic uth of 
life.—Richard Le Gallienne, in Success.
